The United States statute against 
trusts declares illegal “every con- 
tract, combination in the form of 
trusts or otherwise, or conspiracy, in 
restraint of trade or commerce among 
the several States, or with foreign na- 
tions,” ang punishes them with a tine 

‘ef $5,000 or imprisonment for one 
year, OF both, at the discretion of the 
court. 

it also makes every one guilty of a 
misdemeanor “* who shall monopolize 
or attempt to monopolize or combine 
er conspire with any other person or 
persons to monopolize any part of the 
trade or Commerce among the several 
States, or with foreign nations,’ and 
affixes the same penalty asin the other 
case. ” 

The law further provides that 
éevery contract, combination in 
form of trust or otherwise, or con- 

racy, in restraint of trade or com- 
meree in any Territory of the United 

States or the District of Columbia, er 
in restraint of trade or commerce be- 
tween any such Territory and an- 
other, or between any such Territory 
er Territories and any State or States, 
er the District of Columbia, or with 
foreign nations, or between the Dis~ 
trict of Columbia and any State or 
States or foreign nations, is illegal,” 
and the punishment for entering inta 
~such contracts is the same as in the 
other cases. 

The Illinois law, watchful against 
rapacious trusts, provides that if any 
corporation, partnership, association, 
er individual shall be a party to any 
“pool, trust, agreement, combination, 
confederation, or understanding ” 

with any other corporation or person, 
to regulate or fix the price of any com- 
modity, or to Limit the amount pro- 
dueed, every person involved shall be 
héld guilty of conspiracy to defraud. 

Another section makes it unlawful 
to enter inteany combination the pur- 
pose a effect of which shall be to 
place the management or control of 
such combization orits manufactured 

nets in the hands of trusteés with 
the intent to fix prices or to limit pro- 
duction or consumption. 

The penalty provided is a fine, in- 
creasing in amount for ench suc- 
cessive offense. 

For the first offense it is not less than 
$500 nor more than £2,000. For the 
second offense it is not less than $2,000 
nor more than $5,000. For the third 
offense it is not less than $5,000 nor 
‘more than $10,000. For every subse- 
quent offense it is $15,000. 

It is also provided that any contract 


. OF agreement in violation of this act 


shall be absolutely void.

Two Men Hold Up a Santa Fe Express 
—One Dispatched by the Express

Los Angeles, Cal., Feb. 8.—A private dis- 
patch has just been recéived to the effect 
that at 10:10 last night the west-bound Santa 
Fé train due at Los Angeles at 1:30 a. m,, 
was held up and robbed by two masked men 
near Nelson, a smal! station about six miles 
east of Peach Springs, Ari.

! athens, Feb. 8—The Cretan committee 
here has issued a proclamation addressed to 


‘the people of Greece calling for assistance 


from all freemen. The latest news from 
Canea is to the effect.that fighting outside 
‘tthe city still continues and thate provisional 
Cretan Government is being formed. The 
Yires, which were started as a result of the 
‘conflicts ‘between Mussulmans and Chris- 
‘dans, have been extinguished. 3 

A dispatch from Canea, received this even- 
ing, says the Christians about Canea have 
hoisted the-Greek flag, have proclaimed the 
union of that island with Greece, and have in~ 
yited the King of Greece to take possession 
‘of it, | | 

The announcement that Prince George, 
gecond son of the King of Greece, will com- 
mand the torpedo fleet which is now in 
readiness to start for Crete to join the 
Greek squadron, has added strength to the 
rumors that Greece will insist upon a union 
with Crete. It is a well-known fact that the 
Christians, who are now in possession of 

‘the whole island, with the exception” of 

Heraklion and Retimo, are only awaiting a 

' signal from Greece to proclaim union with 
that country. 

The present uprising is Crete is looked upon 
by many statesmen in this country as a 
move on the part of the Sultan of Turkey to 
‘draw the attention of England, France, and 


Russia away from Constantinople. Greece, 


whose quarrel with Turkey has been grow- 
ing more serious from day to day, has not 
hesitated to take advantage of the excesses 
of the Turkish soldiers on the island, and is 
sefiding all of her navalforcethere. Should 
the Sultan regard this move as a challenge 
there would be presented complications 
which will quickly force the hands of the 
powers in dealing with the Turkish question, 
‘These fresh and unanticipated difficulties, 
the Sultan is no doubt aware, will put a 
Strain upon the harmony between the pow- 
ers which has only existed for a short time. 
The Sultan, therefore, will naturally be only 
too glad to destroy the unity of purpose 
among the powers at the expense of a con- 
troversy with Greece.

of whose thrilling soprano has not been 
heard on earth. 
Form Bowed with Age. 

I could see the Pope's limbs shake and his 
mitered head nod while the ponderous mas- 
ter of ceremonies adjusted his robe. Heis 
by nature a tall man, but his body is now 
so bent that he seems to be not much more 
than five feet. His once smiling counte- 
nance seemed stern and austere; the wasting 
of his flesh-gave a sunken look to his clear 
brown eyes; his nose appeared to be un- 
usually prominent and bony, and his meuth 
seemed largér—a Matter about which he is 
personally very sensitive—and there was a 
pathetic, almost tragic, droop at the corners 
of the Hips. The triangular furrows which 
marked the contraction of the muscles on 
either side of his mouth showed plainly the 
effort of the venerable man to conceal the 
ravages which time has made, and to pre- 
vent the lower jaw from drooping. 


His Glance of Authority. 


When the miter was lifted from his head 
I could see that his hair was thinner than be- 
fore, and his delicate, large ears stood out 
with startling distinctness. Yet notwith- 
standing all these changes he had the same 
old high glance of authority, and no one could 
look into that commanding face this morning 
and believe that his mind was failing or that 
he was ‘less a man and Christian captain 
than he was when he accepted voluntary im- 
prisonment nineteen years ago. 


Half Delirious Men and Women. 

Beyond the screen of the chapel sat the 
Diplomatic Corps, behind which were the 
Roman nobles, resplendant in gold lace and 
sashes of scarlet, blue, yellow, and green, 
and glittering with stars and crosses and 
golden chains. Beyond them stood the 
Knights of Malta, robed in black velvet 
cloaks, bearing the cross of the ancient or- 
der, and towering up among them the Grand 
Master in white. Across the aisle from the 
Diplomatic Corps were the great ladies of 
the-papal court, dressed in black and wearing 
black lace mantillas on their heads, and in 
the rear were two high tribunes draped with 
crimson, green, and golden fringe, crowded 
with swarthy’priests and sweet-faced nuns 
and half delirious men and women, who had 
come from the uttermost corners of the earth 
to see the Pope perhaps for the last time. 

Chattering and whispering in every 
tongue known to civilized men,. Greeks, 
Armenians, Hungarians, Italians, French- 
men, Russians, Englishmen, Americans, 
Spaniards, Germans, and Dutchmen formed 
confused groups, swaying in the deep shad- 
ow of painted walls. 

Imagine this brilliant picture and imagine 
the great chamberlains in medieval court cos- 
tumes, with clanking swords and great 
white frills about.their throats loaded with 
gold chains and gleaming jewels, pacing the 
aisles between the gorgeous Swiss guaris 
in plumed hats and bearing antique halberds, 
and imagine the golden-crested helmets and 
shining blades of the noble guard and the 
double ranks of papal infantry with ground- 
ed rifies-at the threshold and overhead the 
glorious forms of prophets, sibyls, martyrs, 
and angels, and in the midst of the half 
divine, painted symbolism, the supreme 
mystery of the creation of man. 

Great spears of light piereed the gloom 
and lit up Michael Angelo’s story of the 
“Lazy Judgment,” blackened by centuries 
of altar smoke. _ 


Seemed Twenty Years Younger.

Prince has not a word to say. He wishes it 
to be understood that the opinion he now 
expresSes is purely theoretical or acad- 
emical in respect to arbitration of disputes 
between nations, not as an expression upon 
the merits of the peace treaty which has 
been negotiated between Great Britain and 
the United States. Upon that he wishes to 
make no expression, 

‘Prince Bismarck declares emphatically 
that he detests war, though he thas been 
driven to advocate it where there has been 
no other means of settling disputes and 
where the fate of the Vaterland was in- 
volved., Arbitration he would certainly 
have preferred could he have expected that 
the decision would have been such as he 
considered to be just. It 4s only necessary 
to remember, however, the Caroline Islands 
and the Pope’s decision against Germany 
and in behalf of Spain. 

**In private life,’’ Prince Bismarck’s opin- 
ion continued, ** the value of any agreement 
between different persons, however precise 
the wording, depends entirely on the char- 
acter of the contracting parties, and still 


there are the law courts to appeal to when- 


ever differences arise. 

‘But where is the law court—any law 
court, in fact—which could eventually en- 
force its sentence in the case of two great 
nations entering into a treaty of arbitration? 

‘* No statesman in the world is so powerful 
as to be able to command the-woice of the 
people in certain emergencies. 


Treaties of No Avail. 

‘‘No arbitration treaties will ever succeed 
in abolishing war as the sole means of set- 
tlement of a dispute when the whole future 
of a nation is believed by its people to 
depend on the way the Issue is settled. 

“The terrors of modern warfare,”’ con- 
tinuei the Iron Chancellor’s statement, “* the 
uncertainty as to whdt the end would be, 
will do more, at preasent at least, to pre- 
vent war than any treaties could do. Once 


the people are educated enough to compre- 


hend that war is a double-edged sword, the 
agressors often being the losers, then war 
will cease. However, as a proof of how 
humanity has advanced, if not for anything 
eise, the avowed intention of the people of 
the United States and of Great Britain to 
settle future disputes by international arbi- 
tration is to be applauded.”’ 

Prince Bismarck’s memorandum, as given 
above, was read from manuscript by his son- 
in-law, Count Rantzau. It was taken down 
by the correspondent verbatim and is cabled 
with quotation marks to insure absolute ac- 
curacy. 

Prince Bismarck afterward graciously con- 
sented to sit for the correspondent while two 
instantaneous photographs Were being made. 

The correspondent first visited the castle at 
Friedrichsruhe on Monday, Feb. 1. He pre- 
sented his credentials and letters of introduc- 
tion. The appointment for the second inter- 
view was then made and the correspondent 
was requested in the meantime to submit 
in writing the questions upon which he de- 
sired an expression of opinion from the ex- 
Chancellor, 

In requtsting Prince Bismarck’s personal 
view of the possibilities of arbitration the 
Prince was assured that an aca- 
demic expression on his part would in no 
way compromise him or in any way involve 
him in a controversy at home. It was sim- 
ply desired to obtain an opinion of so great 
an experienced student and leader in inter- 
national politics, whose judgment on the ab- 


stract question alone would be of more value | 


and of greater historic interest than of per- 
haps any other living Statesman. 

This message was duly delivered to Count 
Rantzau, together with the letters of intro- 
duction. Freidricheruhe is only a few 
mounds from the railroad station. Prince 
Bismarck'’s castle is not at ali a stately 
building. It is built in tha Swiss style. Itis 
necessary to pass a porter’s lodge to reach 
the castle, and so numerous are Prince Bis- 
marck’s visitors that nobody ts admitted 
without special permission. The porter is 
an old man, wearing a wig, and walking on 
crutches, as he is very rheumatic. He is a 
very disagreeable, and treats visitors who 
go there from curiosity in a very rough way. 

When the correspondent sent in his card 
this porter at once admitted him, asking 
him to enter the first room on the left of the 
main entrance to the castle, where Count 
Rantzau would receive him. This was a 


small room, little more:than an office. The | 
CS 


count was breakfasting with Prince Bis- 
marck at the moment. The correspondent 
was shown into a reception room, also on 
the ground floor, and there in a few moments 
the Count received him. Rantzau is tall, 
reserved, very serious, and also very polite, 
He is a perfect type of the German Junker. 
After half an hour’s conversation, not wholly 
upon the subject of . the correspondent’s 
mission Count Rantzau rose, telling the 
visitor that Prince Bismarck himself was 
about to enter the room and would see the 
correspondent personally. 


Prince Bismarck Appears. 

The grand old soldier appeared fully 
dressed for the morning sleighride. He ad- 
dressed only a few words to the visitor, say- 
ing that Count Rantzau would répeat such 
response’as he desired to make tothe World's 
inquiries. The Prince looked well, thoug 
not perhaps very etrong. He stood erect 
and both his eyes and voice conveyed an 
impressign of unimpaired meptal vigor. He 
complimented his visitor upon his choice of 
a day for his visit to Freidrichsruhe, 

It was indeed beautiful winter weather, 
the air clear and bracing, the sun shining on 
an inspiring snow-covered landscape. Prince 
Bismarck inquired if the correspondent per- 
sonally knew the Harpers of New York, 
saying that he frequently saw their maga- 
zine and liked it. The Prince made no ob- 
jection when asked to permit two photo- 
graphs to be made on the spot. As he 
turned to leave the room he said: ‘ You 
must not leave without going through the 
wood, which you will find very delightful 
on such a winter morning as this.’’ He 
seemed to be himself in good spirits. His 
walk was as erect as ever, and as he entered 
his sleigh he spoke pleasantly of Count 
Henckel, frommwhom the correspondent had 
brought ad#letter of introduction, 


Prince Afraid of Papers. 

After reading Prince Bismarck’s reply 
Count Rantzau explained that the Prince 
had already been asked by other newspapers 
to give his opinion about the arbitration 
treaty. He had received one telegram of 
inquiry also from a New York newspaper. 
Such inquiries did not please him, said Count 
Rantzau, and the response made was, 
* Treaty not known here.’’ The Prince had 
rather bad luck lately with his newspaper 
conversations the world over, and is there- 
fore rather shy of talking to anybody whom 
he suspects of @aving anything at all to 
do with periodicals or newspapers. “ Even 
his letter on ‘the silver question written to 
the Governor of Texas during the recent 
political campaign has been the cause of 
much trouble to him; not only German and 
European papers have taken it up and as- 


sailed him for having written it, but also | 


American papers have used very strong 
language against what they called his med- 
dling with the affairs of their country. He 
also received hundreds of letters from the 
United States, some of which have been 
worded very strongly.’’ 

‘‘Can it be aStonishing,’’ Count Rantzau 
added, ‘*‘ that the Prince, who, after all, is 
nothing else than a private citizen, does not 
wish to talk freely about subjects which 
touch, even fm the least, on politics? ” 


Old Marg in Good Health. 

‘‘'The Prince is also an old man. though 
he is, [am happy to say, in very guvd health 
at present, as you will be able to see your- 
self later on. He is forbidden by Dr. 
Schfeiminger to read or to study too much. 
We have, therefore, to select the matters 
which we think will interest him most and 
those we lay before him.” 

Count Rantzau twice started dn a sen- 
tence, but did not finish it, and by the few 
words he uttered it seemed that what he 
wanted to say Wasgin regard to the arbi 
tration treaty. Something must have been 
or his paper which he afterwards decided 
not to read, 

‘Of course,” resumed Count Rantzau, 
‘‘despite his reply the Prince knew about 
the treaty negotiation going op between the 
United States and England, even at the 
time thetelegrain arrived of which I told you. 
Still, I thank you for the translation which 
you left nmfe a week ago.” 

As the correspondent left the lodge at 
Freidrichsruhe six other visitors were there 
asking if they might see Prince Bismarck. 
Two of them were Counts, one was a Deputy, 
and all had cards and letters of introduction. 
For somé reason, however, none could get 
further than the door. 


RGYPTIAN QUESTION IS DISCUSSED. 


M. Hanotaux Says French Government 
Feels It Its Duty to Warn Khe- 
dive’s Country of Danger. 


Paris, Feb. 8.—There was a big attendance 
in the Chamber of Deputies today in ex- 
pectation of hearing an exciting debate on 
the Egyptian question, as M. Francois Delon- 
cle, the well-known au: ritish Deputy 
from Castellane, had announced bis intemtion 
of interpellating the government upon the 
action it intended to take in view of the de- 
fiant utterfnces of Sir Michael Hicks-Beach, 
the Chancellor of the Exchequer, in the Brit- 
ish House of Commons on Friday last. M. 
Deloncle today asked for a stateme‘t from 
the government on the references of Sir Mi- 
chael Hicks-Beach to France and Russia. 

The diplomatic gallery was full, and among 
those who listened to the long speech of M. 
Deloncle on the situation was Sir Edmund 
J. Monson, the British Ambassador. The 
Minister for Foreign Affairs, M. Hanotaux, 
replying, said he was unwilling to engage in 
policies between the two Parliaments which 
might be the cause of regrettable misunder- 
standings. But, he remarked, the utter- 
ances of Sir Michael Hicks-Beach did not 
tend toward a solution of pending interna- 


tional questions. 
M. Hanotaux said that the Soudan expe- 


dition gravely concerned the future of 
Egyptian finances, and France, as one of 
the trustees of Egypt, had the right to ask 
that this side of the question be carefully 
examined. Many times had Egypt sunk enor- 
ous sums in expeditions into the Soudan 
and it was the efforts to conquer the Soudan 
and Abyssinia which compelled the Euro- 
pean powers to intervene. Therefore the 
French Government felt that it was its 
duty to warn Egypt that she was embark- 
ing in an enterprise which might again lead 
to a financial deficit. 


RIOTING IS RESUMED IN HAMBURG. 


Strikers Attack the Authorities with 
All Sorts of Missiles and Sev- 
A eral Are Injured. 


Hamburg, Feb. 9—(2 a. m.)—Rioting by 
the dock strikers was resumed at midnight, 
a mcb overturning the gas lamps on Grosser 
Backergang and other streets and alleys in 
the vicinity of the Schaar Market. The oc- 
cupants of the houses on the Grosser Backer- 
gang thoroughfare poyred boiling water from 
the upper windows of the buildings upon the 
heads of the authorities, and pelted the police 
with Shot ashes, bottles, and stones, com- 
pelling the officers to retreat and secure rein- 
forcements. The lamps were finally relight- 
ed, and the streets cleared of the crowds.

REFORMS FAIL TO PLEASE 


ALL CLASSES IN SPAIN CRITICISE 
CANOVAS’ CUBAN PLANS. 


Newspapers Try to Stir Up the People 
Against the New Policy—Weyler's 
Soldiers Raid a Cuban Hospital— 
Minister de Lome Says Cuba Will 
Have More Freedom Under the Re- 
forms than Any Colony in the World 
Except Canada and NewSoathWales

promises contained in the royal speech, the 
ministerial statements and the reform law 
of 1895, as well as the expediency of settling 


question of the settlement of the Cuban

Indebtedness In Appalling. 

The difficulties of this problem will be ap- 
preciated when people come to know that 
the Cuban debt before the present war was 
$126,000,000, that the Cuban budget had an 
annual deficit of $5,000,000, and that $320,- 
000,000 has been spent by Spain already, to 
say nothing of what it may be necessary to 
spend»yet in order to restore peace. 

These ‘West Indian conservatives object 
also to the selecting of officials from natives 
of a colony and other Spanish residents un- 
doubtedly “contaminated” with New 
World ideas. They sum_up their objections 
by predicting that a few years of these re- 
forms would result in the surrender of Span- 
ish supremacy and certain progress towards 
secession.

ence. Critics of the government's policy pub- 
licly assert that they would have preferred 
complete autonomy. 
Sure to Bring On Conflicts. 

The reform policy is sure to bring on 
conflicts. Though Sefior Sagasta hes coun- 
seled the Liberals to refrain from throwing 
cbstacles in the government’s way, the 
party organs severely criticise the decrees 
insinuating that the Liberals would go 
further if called to office. Mostof the news- 
papers, notably the Heraldo, the Imparcial, 
the Carlist, and the Republican papers, try 
to stir up the people against the new policy. 
They echo the prevalent impression that the 
test of its success will be its effect gn Cuba 
and the United States. 

Most Spaniards are convinced that the 
rovernment is confident of obtaining the ap- 
proval and support of President Cleveland, 
State Secretary Olney, and the American 
public. The opinion is general, too, that the 
policy cannot succeed unless Gen. Weyfer 
is promptly recalled from Cuba. 


Abarzusa Wants Weyler Removed. 

Sefior Abarzuza, the author of the reform 
law of 1895, which Premier Canovas proposes 
to amalgamate with his own program, and 
who was consulted before.the decrees were 
published, said to the World correspondent 
today: ihe 

‘‘Sefior Canovas has adépted many of my 
ideas and alsovof Sefior Mauras. But he has 
developed them in a very radical manner in 
the essential features of his program, and 
in a very conservative manner in other 
point®@ My plan was to harmonize colonial 
ambitions with imperial interests, enlisting 
in support ‘of progressive reforms all 
the elements likely to work out 
colonial home rule without playing 
into the hands of secession. Undoubtedly 
Sefior Canotas’ scheme has good features, 
but everything depends upon how the scheme 
is carried out and by whom. Gen. Weyler’s 
removal ought to be the first step. That 
would prepare the way for a fair trial of the 
new policy when the state of the colony 
would permit it. 

** Under these reforms it is easy to see that 
the constitutional party in Cuba would be 
master of the situation unless the electorai 
law is modified. It is hardly possible to 
guess the effect on Cuba of the publication of 
the reforms, coupled with the postponement 
of their execution. Persons most competent 
to judge do not believe the war will end soon.”’ 

Autonomists Denounce Decrees, 

‘The Cuban autonomist  répresentatives 
warmly denounce the decrees, They are dis- 
appointed at Premier Canovas’ silence on 
that electoral reform indispensable to make 
the new policy acceptable and the extraordi- 
narily elastic limitatione upon the action of 
the insular assembly and the councils. They 
object to the clauses giving the Governor- 
General, the Minister of the Colonies, the 
Executive, and the Cortes the final decision 
upon tariffs, treaties; and all other really 
important legislation. They think the 
gravest _ difficulty would arise over 
the inevitable question of allow- 
ing the Spanish ° Cortes eventually to 
saddle upon Cuba the debt contracted for 
war expenses, when probably the whole 
revenue from taxation on the island for 
many years will not meet the interest and 
sinking fund alone. The autonomists do 
not belMeve publication of the reforms will 
end the war or even promote pacification 
unless Gen. Weyler is superseded soon by 
Marshal Campos, Blanco, or Lopez Domin- 
guez, and the repression policy is reversed 
with a view of reéstablishing confidence, 
healing the wounds of war, and allowing 
exiles to return, thereby persuading the in- 
surgents and their American sympathizers 
that Spain is in earnest at last.

Strangely enough the published reforms 
were most unfavorably received by the ma- 
jority of the Conservative West Indian Sen- 
ators and Deputies, yet they knew that 
Premier Canovas had consulted and ob- 
tained the approval of Romero Robledo, 
Apezteguia, and others, and at their sugges- 
tion at the last hour inserted restrictive 
clauses to strengthen the hands of the 
Governor-General, the Colonial Mith-

SPANIARDS KILL HOSPITAL PATIENTS. 


Butcher the Wounded Soldiers—Cuban 
Women Torn from Their Chil- 
dren, Whe Are Left to Die,

Havana, Feb. &8.—{Copyrighted, 1897, by W. 
R. Hearst.]—The mysterious Ciendega de 
Sapata, or swamp of the Great Shoe, south 
of Matanzas Prevince, where the Cuban 
patriots have various hospitals of im- 
portance, was this week successfully pene- 
trated by a Spanish column, a hospital was 
raided, and thirteen sick and wounded in- 
mates put to the sword. 

At another point twenty-one pacificos, sus- 
pected as rebel spies, were seized and 
macheted; seven women, wives of these vic- 
tims, were compelled to follow the troops 
as prisoners, while their ehildren, all too 
small to keep up with the column'‘efoodt, were 
abandoned on the roads? The women men- 
tioned are being brought to Havana for com- 
mitment to the Casa Real de Recojidas, 
which is not simply a house of refuge and 
correction for the fallen and unfortunate, as 
might be supposed, but a prison set apart for 
such women. No respectable woman is ever 
sent there unless she be an American or 
Cuban having a father, brother, husband, or 
son in the revolution, ’ 

At Ocera, on the Western railway, near the 
point where Pinar del Rio insurgents recent- 
ly dynamited a military train, Spanish scouts 
yesterday seized three beautiful young 
Cuban girls. They were bound and marched 
on foot in front of their mounted and armed 
captors into Artemisa as prisoners of war, 
suspected as accomplices of the rebel chief 
Zarroga, alleged to be responsible for the 
blowing up of the train. 

The girls have been thrown into a military 
prison and occupy rooms in which male ne- 
groes are usually detained for rebellion and 
incendiarism, Attempts have been made, 
under application of the accustomed instru- 
ments of Spanish pressure, to wring from 
the girls a confession of complicity in the 
train affair. The government, successful 
in this, intends to try them by court-martial 
as dynamiters,

They were 
en route home from Washington, where 
they conferred with a number of Senators 
and Representatives in regard to the new 
organization. Both left for Chicago to- 
night. 

They return to Chicago with the assurance 
of the President-elect that one of the sub- 
jects in which he is thoroughly interested, 
and which he will endeavor to promote, is 
the establishing of a new department of 
commerce and industry, which shall have 
the same representation in the Cabinet that 
agriculture now has. : 

They \earn from the President-elect that 
the principal and practically the only sub- 
ject which Congress will be asked to con- 
sider at its special session will be an emer- 
gency tariff to supply enough revenue to 
run the government. The special session 
will be made as brief as possible. 

It is the desire of the President-elect, he 
stated, to make the new department one 
to which all questions relating to the com- 
merce and industry of the country can be 
referred and take the subject of tariff out 
of the hands of Congress altogether and 
place it in the hands of a commission. The 
same commission should have charge of all 
Consulships. 

Mr. Peck said tonight: ‘*‘ While in Wash- 
ington I talked with a large number of 
Congressmen and Senators regarding the 
new department and the business league, 
and found them unanimously agreeable to 


BOODLE INQUIRY PROVES A FIZZLE. 


Washington Investigation Committee 
Finds That the Money Wis Sim- 
ply to “ Entertain ” Members. 


Seattle, Wash., Feb. 8.—[Special.]—Visions 
of a coat of feathers and a ride on a rail 
that have disturbed the dreams of Repre- 
sentative A. D. Warner of Olympia have van- 
ished into thin air. The boodle investiga- 
tions end substantially in a whitewash. 
Today the Powell committee made its re- 
port asking for further instructions, but the 
Populist majority lost no time in ordering a 
discharge. The vote stood 41 to 35. 

The committee found that prior to the in- 
terview between Squire and Warner, at 
which the offer to handle the pool of twenty 
votes in consideration of $5,000 was dis- 
cussed, several members had attempted to 
agree to prevent a deadlock.on the Senator- 
ship on the evening of Jan. 24. That a con- 
versation took place in Senator Squire’s room 
between Squire and Warner and Dr. G. V. 
Calhoun and Warner, at which a plan was 
discussed contemplating the use of money. 
The committee finds that the real question 
in dispute is whether Squire made a proposi- 
tion to Warner or Warner a proposition to 
Squire. The report continues: 

“The preponderance of evidence shows 
that the proposition came from Mr. Warner, 
but your committee further finds that Mr. 
Warner stated that he wanted this $1,000 
for the purpose of entertaining the members 
of the Legislature who were expected to 
form this organization. Your committee 
is not fully satisfied for what purpose the 
$5,000 was proposed to be used. 
Your committee further finds that 
upon this proposition being made 
Senator Squire, in the language of Dr. 
Calhoun demurred to a thousand dollars, 
that he had little money, and that if he was 
reélected he might be able to raise some 
money, but your committee further finds that 
although the proposition was discussed no 
agreement was consummated and no money 
or any other consideration passed. Your 
committee further states that in the investi- 
gation of other matters relative to the elec- 
tion of a United States Senator several per- 
sons have given testimony tending to show 
corrupt solicitations of members of this 
House, but the testimony has not yet been 
closed,.and your committee is not yet pre- 
pared to find on the truth of the same.’ 

An impression prevails that Warner made 
up his little list without consultation with 
the men named in it and then offered the 
“ club ” for sale to the highest bidder. 

The matter will doubtless come up tomor- 
row with a motion to adopt the report of the 
committee. 


Cockran Calls on Hanna. 

Cleveland, O., Feb. 8, — [Special.] — Ex- 
Congressman Bourke Cockran called on 
Chairman Hanna today and held an earnest 
two hours’ conference, returning to New 
York this evening. Mr. Cockran said that 
he was not a candidate for any position in 
the new administration and would accept 
nothing if offered. The New York Cabinet 
situation was the object of the New-York- 
er’s visit.

/NORDICA IN A TRIUMPH. 


AS BRUNHILDE IN “ SIEGFRIED ” SHE 
CHARMS A GREAT AUDIENCE. 


Despite the Exactions of Previous Kn- 
cores Her Voice Rings Out Superb- 
ly Fresh in the Final Effort—Has 
Gained in Volume, in Tone, and in 
Dramatic Passion—Tenderness of 
Portrayal Marked—Evening of Con 
cert at the Auditorium. 


ORDICA achieved 
cne of the greates: 
triumphs in her ca- 
reer as Brunhilde in 
* Siegfried” at the 
Auditorium last 
night before a fine 
audience. Her Elsa 
was followed by her 
Isolde, each mark- 
ing a distinct epoch 
in the progress of 
her art. To her 
Brunhilde she brings 
all that she has won 


through these and the additional value 
accruing successively in turn from these 
undertakings. 

Coming as the close and climax of a great 
work, this final scene in “ Siegfried *’ de- 
volves for its effect and forcefulness upon 
Brunhilde. The “Siegfried” in the pre 
ceding acts has sustained climax after cli- 
max. With that thoughtfulness for the 
singer with which Wagner is not credited, 
and yet which his works so abundantly dis- 
play, the tenor is spared in this final epi- 
sode. 

It is upon the woman’s voice that the high- 
est limit inthe work depends. The prodigious 
requirements in Isolde and in the Brun- 
hilde in *“ Gitterdidmmerung” are eachina 
way easier of response because of extended 
opportunity. In °**‘ Siegfried ’’ the single epi- 
sode allowed much compromise, in itself 
the prodigious in response. 

Her Voice Superbly Fresh. 

Although Mme. Nordica had sung the ex- 
acting ‘‘ Erszebeth ” aria earlier in the pro- 
gram, and after seven recalls had given an 
encore, besides repeating her part in the en- 
cored ‘‘ Rigoletto’ quartet, her voice rang 
out with superb freshness. As her singing 
with the Chicago Orchestra earlier in the 
season clearly indicated, she has gained in 
volume, in tone, and in dramatic passion as 
well. There was, too, last night a tenderness 
deeper than she has yet shown and— 
with so many singers ignored in the por- 
trayal of Brunhilde—at ro point a more 
womanly woman than in ‘ Siegfried.” 

The poses of Mme. Nordica were noble and 
admirably displayed. That difficult point, 
the management of the draperies, was fin- 
ished and statuesque. Beyond that there 
was reflected the action demanded by Wag- 
ner in the music, and which Mme. Nordica’s 
work has so ably sustained since her Bay- 
reuth experiences. 


Novelty in This Brunhilde. 


In figure Mme. Nordica is so much slighter 
and yet with fully adequate physique that 
her Brunhilde comes in its spirituality with 
a sense of novelty—and a grateful one—so 
much has been written of the ideal appear- 
ance of Siegfried, particularly in the case 
of Alvary, who had so great a part of his 
reputation to ascribe to it. 

But who can recall especial stress on the 
ideal Brunhilde? In Mme. Nordica we had 
the apparition so generously denied hitherto. 
What a companion figure she would be, or 
rather would have been, to M. Jean de 
Reszke. Before having seen Mme. Nordica 
a motherly or even an elderly-sisterly Brun- 
hilde would have been received as one of 
those adipose precedents to which German 
opera has accustomed us. 

But the two heroic figures from out a 


- heroic past require two exponents, not one. 


Berthold as Siegfried. 


Mr. Barron Berthold made, however, a 
handsome Siegfried—youthful, with a voice 
fresh, pure and true to the pitch. That 
which he needs is study in aetion to gain 
fully the abandon to which he has not yet 
attained. But he is a Wagnerian tenor of 
high promise and one of whom in a brief 
space great things must be awaited. Wag- 
nerian tenors with so many excellent attri- 
butes are too few to allow of other proba- 
bility. 

Herr Lohse conducted the performance, 
in which the Chicago Orchestra, increased 
for the occasiog, assisted, with genuine 
poetic beauty and forcefulness. Preceding 
this excerpt from “ Siegfried ’’ the ‘* Tann- 
hiuser’”’ overture was given a reading un- 
der his» direction that must go to place it 
with the best given the work within recollec- 
tion. 

The opening portion of the concert, mis- 
cellaneous in character, was encored almost 
in its entirety. For this reason the program 
became exceedingly lengthened beyond the 
original purpose. 

Welcome to Scalchi. 


Mme. Scalchi, always a great favorite 
here, was giyen a welcome such as she is 
customarily dccorded. The ‘* Serenata ”’ that 
she sang as an encore was a gem in the 
artistic way that she gave it. Succeeding 
encores to her chief numbers were ‘“ Annie 
Laurie’ and the gavotte from ‘ Mignon,” 
for two were demanded of her after her final 
aria. 

Mr. John C. Dempsey, given to deviation 
from the pitch, but beyond that pleasing in 
his accomplishments, contributed two solo 
numbers, encores, and assisted in the 
** Rigoletto.’’ 

Mr. Luckstone, as an accompanist, was of 
estimable value. 

Today Mme. Nordica and her company 
leave for Detroit.

PIANO WAR PAILS TO REACH A CRISIS 


Instrument Which Caused the Trouble 
Ocecupies the Stage and the Con- 
cert Is Not Stopped. | 


The piano war which has been waged about 
the Nordica concert failed to come to a 
crisis last evening as had been expected 
from the threats of the aggressive party—J. 
A. Norris & Co. The concert went on with- 
out any sensational incidents whatsoever, 
and the piano which had caused all the trou- 
ble occupied the stage most of the evening 
without let or hindrance from constables or 
injunctions. More than this, the programs, 
which have been one cause of dissension, 
displayed in bold letters the merits claimed 
for the object of contention. 

J. A. Norris, head of the firm of J. A. Nor- 
ris & Co., says his attorney had prepared 
petitions for injunctions which would have 


deprived the concert of both piano and pro- 
had he seen fit to have them presented 
He refrained, he says, because 


for the part which he believes they have 
taken in the movement upon his interests. 

Mr. Norris said last evening: 

‘**T made a legal contract with an agent 
of Miss Millar for advertising on the pro- 
grams and for the use of my piano in the 
concert. This has not been kept, and I am 
informed I have a good cause for action. I 
might have prevented the use of the other 
piano by injunction, but I would not consent 
to interfere with the concert and those who 
had paid for seats to witness it.”’

“The Carissima,” a Magic Study in 
Deceit, by Lucas Malet, Charles 
Kingsley’s Daughter. 


NPLEASANT as are 

gome of the impres- 

sions left by the 

“modern grotesque’ 

of Lucas Malet, en- 

titled ‘‘ The Carissi- 

ma’ (Stone), the 

work must be classed 

far above the dead 

level of the average 

fiction of the day. 

The fact that Lucas 

Malet -is the pen 

name of Mrs. Har- 

Lucas Malet. rison of Clovelly, 

England, a daughter of Charles Kingsley, 

lends an accessory interest to the book, and 

the fact. of the author’s sex may also ac- 

count for her partial failure in the delinea- 

tion of her masculine characters. But so 

shrewd a study of the deceit that a woman 

may practice upon the man who loves her 

must attract attention from all readers in- 

terested in the unfoldings of the human 
heart. 

The ‘‘ Carissima,”’ a physically attractive 
young woman, whom doting parents have 
done their best to spoil, is affianced to Con- 
Stantine Leversedge, a man of action, who 
has been making money in quantities in 
South Africa during the many yeare which 
have elapsed since their betrothal. In that 
time she has grown away from him. Fash- 
ionable friends, a weak soul, which develops 
a love for transcendental romance, and the 
insistent parental idealization do their work. 

Leversedge returns to his own, prosperous 
beyond his hope, the same fellow he was 
from the beginning, but with a mystery in 
his soul. He is haunted by the specter of a 
miserable dog he found under appalling con- 
ditions during his wanderings in Africa. He 
is a man who has seen the “ Thing-Too- 
Much.”’ 

The narrative is put in the mouth of An- 
thony Hammond, a friend of Leversedge. 
The advice being sought, Hammond coun- 
sels his friend to tell the whole truth re- 
garding his obsession to Charlotte Perry, 
the ** Carissima.”’ He complies, only, as it 
turns out, to increase her growing distaste 
for his company. To Hammond she turns 
in a desperate attempt at flirtation. She 
makes open love to him, in the attempt, ap- 
parently, to obtain a release from her en- 
gagement. He remains loyal to his friend, 
in spite of the physical temptation, though 
in a half-hearted way, as he telis it. Miss 
Perry analyzes Hammond’s real distrust 
of her motives with an accuracy which 
sta?tles him out of his customary compo- 
sure, and in a spirit of high-flown senti- 
mentality determines that she shall make 
final proof of her worthiness by permitting 
the marriage with Leversedge to take place. 
Meanwhile the visions. of the spirit-dog 
grow upon the latter, inereasing in both hor- 
ror and frequency. The end is completely 
tragical. 

Charlotte Perry is portrayed with skill of 
almost the highest order, confused in outline 
only here and there by her creator’s viewing 
her from two different points. Her utter 
detestability is brightened now and again 
by the evident sympathy which the author 
feels, not for her character's wickedness 
but for her own brilliancy of invention. 

Hammond never obtains the reader’s sym- 
pathy—he is placed in the wholly false po- 
sition of a man who is telling of a young 
woman's making love to him. Nor does 
Leversedge make the final appeal of com- 
plete manhood. There is a weakness in him 
over and beyond that of his infatuation for 
the ‘‘ Carissima,’’ which is due solely to the 
author’s pride in the latter. Had that self- 
consciousness been overcome, the novel 
would have been a masterly dissection of 
human frailties. As it is, it contains much 
that is of absorbing interest. Every minor 
character stands out with clearness, and 
each of them is typical of a phase of En- 
glish society. P

This committee has prepared a book of 
fashions. It will be placed in the hands of 
members of the exchange exclusively, and 
its suggestions will be followed by members 
of the exchange as far as it is possible todo 
so. Members of the exchange have de- 
cided to make the styles of New York and 
San Francisco as nearly alike as possible. 

In this connection Thomas O. Denny of the 
Herald of Fashion of New York stated this 
evening that the American was the best and 
most fashionably dressed person in the 
world. 

‘* You will find American fashion plates in 
every European capital,”’ he said. ‘**‘ They 
may be found in Tokio, Yokohama, and in 
remote quarters of the globe. We no longer 
go abroad for our styles, but the foreigner 
comes to America for his style of dress. The 
Prince of Wales is no longer a leader of 
style, and if*he follows the English fashions 
today he is following an American style. In 
England the fashionable shoulder is called 
the American shoulder.

OLGA IN A GREAT PLAY. 


MISS OLGA NETHERSOLE OPENS AT 
HOOLEY’S IN “ OAMILLE.” 


Ome of the Few English-Speaking 
Actresses Who Should Essay the 
Character—Faults She Has, but at 
All Times Interesting—Her Inter- 
Pretation Differs from BHernhardt's 
—Dificulties to’ Be Overcome—Sup- 


porting Company Is Fairly Good. 


F Miss Olga Nether- 
gole it may be said 
without offense that 
she has a brilliant 
future behind her. I 
forget who first was 
responsible for the 
witticism, but it ap- 
plies to the talented 
actress in question 
better than to any 
one else. When she 
was playing with 
Charles Wyndham 
at the Criterion in 
London a few years ago she was marked 
out by most discerning people as one of the 
coming geniuses of the stage. There was 
one play in particular given at that time 
called “‘ The Silent Battle,”” which would 
have been a total failure but for one char- 
acter—that of a scheming adventuress— 
which was admirably interpreted by a young 
actress whose name had only just begun 
to attract attention. The great merit of her 
acting then was its perfect naturalness. She 
had that exceedingly rare power of deliver- 
ing her lines as if they had occurred to her 
for the first time, instead of having been 
studied and repeated for months. Moreover, 
She had a certain charm about her which 
gave her the individuality upon the stage 
Which is an essential of greatness. In a 
word, she had then a future before her. 
That is over now, and instead of being a 
promising aspirant she is a fixed star, to be 
judged according to her claims. A fixed star 
cannot be said to be promising any longer; 
the position disdains the epithet. On the 


other hand, the expectations held out 
not been fulfilled. 4 are 


Defects Pointed Out. 


We are forced to the conclusion that Miss 
Nethersole is not the great actress that she 
ought to have been; and I believe the chief 
reason for her failure to realize expectations 
is that she has lent herself to this wretched 
star system, which has done more than any- 
thing else to spoil the talents of our*actors 
and actresses in this country. 

When it is remembered that few of the 
really great women of the stage have reached 
the maturity of their art before middle life 
it is obvious that Miss Nethersole ought still 
to be, as it were, in her apprenticeship. On 
the contrary, however, she is.entirely de- 
pendent upon her own judgment; she is sur- 
rounded by a number of incompetent sup- 
porters, with no one to give her the assist- 
ance of long experience or ripe judgment. 

The consequence was inevitable. She has 
fallen into habits of speech and little man- 
nerisms in gesture which will soon crystal- 
lize and become immovable. Her talent, 
which ought to have been undergoing a 
process of steady development in the 
last three years, has only grown su- 
perficially. She !{s as incapable now of 
portraying variety of emotion, perhaps even 
more so than she was before she became a 
star. She ought to have been playing in 
some good company with the best traditions 
of the stage about her. 

As itis, she relies upon her own powers to 
succeed and to draw the publie, while her 
supporting company grows worse from year 
to year. aia bil

Yet a Clever Actress. 


Nevertheless, Miss Nethersole is not only 
a clever and charming actress, but she is one 
of the only women on the English-speaking 
stage who should attempt to play ‘*‘ Camille,” 
and considering that Dumas’ play is one of 
the masterpieces of the French drama--and, 
indeed, an example of what a good play 
ought to be—it is no small praise to say so 
much. 

The story of Margaret Gautier contains all 
the pathos that 1s to be found in the domain 
of passion; the psychological study of char- 
acter is exquisite, because the aid of the 
playwright is. s0 carefully concealed. It is 
no fancy of the author’s, no theory of the 
heart, that he is expounding, but the in- 
evitable truth of life. Moreover, the con- 
struction is a lesson in itself for all future 
dramatists. 

One Fault in the Play. 


If there is a single fault to be found itisa 
small one and only worth mentioning in 
order to show how hard it is to find an error. 
It occurs in the great third act when Camille 
has to escape from the room in order to fly to 
Paris. Now, it is always a matter of diffi- 
culty in writing a play to contrive the exits 
in a natural way. It is often hard to re- 
move one of the characters from the stage. 

For once Dumas fails to surmount the ob- 
stacle. Camille ddes manage to get into the 
wings, but it is with an exceedingly lame 
excuse, which is a most apparent stage de- 
vice. 

However, take it all in all, *“‘ Camille’”’ Is 
one of the few great plays of the century, 
and Olga Nethersole is one of the few En- 
glish-speaking actresses who have contrived 
not to maltreat it beyond recognition. It 
still has the air of a translation, whith is in- 
creased by the French tithes and modes of 
address, and yet these are necessary, I sup- 
pose, since the scene is laid in Paris. Ca- 
mille must, of course, live and die 
in the French capital, for it is 
only there that the character 
is possible. 

Unlike Bernhardt. 

Miss Nethersole’s Camille has nothing in 
common with Bernhardt’s conception of the 
part, whichis fortunate, because it spares 
the necessity of comparison. The English 
actress has still that naturalness and quick- 
ness of perception for which she has always 
been remarkable; but her pronunciation has 
become horribly stagy and forces itself so 
much on the notice that it often spoils the 
complete illusion. 

It can hardly be said her acting in the great 
third act is powerful; but it is straightfor- 
ward and touching. Her affettion for Ar- 
mand throughout seems sweet and lady- 
like after the passion we are 
accustomed to in most readings of the part. 
But if she is occasionally lacking in force 
she never fails to be interesting, and her 
control of herself is wonderfully artistic. 

It would be difficult te say much that was 
good of the supporting company. There 
have been many bad Armands, and so Mr. 
Hartwig may shine by the light of compari- 
son, but that is the best that can be gaid of 
him. Why this should also be so it is hard 
to understand. Bernhardt had a presenta- 
ble Armand last year, who ‘vas an exception 
to the rule, yet it would be supposed that 
pains would be taken to find a man with the 
rudiments of talent fer the part, because 
without a reasonable cause for it Camille’s 
great love ceases to be interesting. 

Mr. Frank Lander as the Comte de Var- 
ville was almost worse than Mr. Hartwig. 
He ought at least to learn the English lan- 
guage before he attempts to act. “ Whom I 
was” may do for the German quarter, but 
not for Hooley’s Theater. 

Mr. Blair as Gustave and Miss Leighton 
as Mme. Prudence were tolerably good in 
small parts, but they could not make up 
for the incapacity of the rest. 

It is hard to act the part of M. Duval in 
English, so perhaps Mr. Robert Pateman 
should be excused, though he might at least 
contrive a better makeup. 

It is a great pity to see a good actress so 
hampered by her support. In spite of her 
determination to star, there are still hopes 
that Miss Nethersole will advance in her 
art. She is so good already that she ought 
to be better; but the first thing to be done 
is to get a few people about her who know

THE CIVIL SERVICE.

Hamilton Clab Thrown Into a Het De- 
bate When the Lawyer Tries to 
Substitute Denunciation for the Ma- 
chine for Indorsement of the Law—

President D. D. Healy, the Cook County 
Civil Service Commission, and the Munic- 
ipal Voters’ League were denounced hotly 
at a meeting of the Hamilton club last night, 
but, after the smoke of battle had cleared 
away, the doughty head of the County Roard 
and the two organizations embodied in res 
Olutions, fathered by the Political Action 
committee, were fidorsed by the membera 
A third resolution, censuring the city gov- 
ernment, was not acted upon. 

William Frederick Carrol? threw the first 
bomb. He aimed it at the head of D. DR 
Healy and the Cook County Republican ma- 
chine. A resolution had been passed indors- 
ing the civil service law and asking the Leg- 
islature not to interrupt by amendment its 
succeseful mission in promoting better civic 
goverrmment. Mr. Carroll announced that 
the County Civil Service Commission was 
the tool of the President of the Board of 
Commissioners and that its work was far- 
cical. Merit, he asserted, was retired and 
“pull” given the preference, even to the 
small jobs at Dunning. He asked an inves- 
tigation. 


Offers a Hot Substitute. 


Mr. Carroll moved a reconsideration of the _ 


resolution. This was ordered. Then Mr. 
Carroll offered asa substitute the following: 

** Whereas, It is generally known that the 
county civil service law of Cook County, as 
administered by the President of the County 
Board, is a fraud and a farce; that it is well 
known that the examinations are not con- 
ducted according to law, but that the said 
Civil Service Board, at the behest and com- 
mands of said President of the County 
Board, conducts said examinations so that 
political followers of the said President and 
other leaders of the county machine, unlaw- 
fully and contrary to the facts certified to, 
have passed higher examinations than other 
citizens who, in good faith and without the 
backing of political pulls, have applied for 
examinations. 

“ We, therefore, recommend that the Civic 
Federation or the Municipal Voters’ League 
investigate the workings of said office and 
make such recommendations as to the ap- 
pointment of the Commissioners or the re- 
peal or amendment of said law as they may 
see fit.”’ 

A murmur greeted the reading of the pro- 
posed substitute. 

“I move the passage of this substitute,” 
continued Mr. Carroll. “It is a fact that 
people who take the county examinations, 
unless they have a pull, do not get appoint- 
ments, and this ingestigation would be di- 
rectly in line with civic reform..” 

Two Sides Are Heard, 

Edward 8. Elliott said: “I rise to a point 
of order, and I want that substitute laid on 
the table without being entertained by this 
club. The substitute is not germane to the 
original resolution and is therefore clearly 
out of order.’’ 

Chairman Moulton ruled the potnt of order 
not well taken. 

Andrew J. Hirschel contended that the 
substitute was out of order because the con- 
stitution of the club did not provide for such 
action as was proposed. 

H. R. Cody said the passage of the sub- 
stitute would embarrass the Civil Service 
committee of the club, which was already 
investigating many alleged civil service ir- 
regularities with the intention of presenting 
a report on the subject.

MISSING BOATS IN PORT. 


ADMIRAL BUNCE’S SQUADRON AR- 
RIVES AT CHARLESTON, 


Four Men Meet Death and Nine Are In- 
jured in the Fierce Gale—MAine and 
Marblehead Damaged—Six Sailors 
Swept Overboard and Three ,Are 
Rescued by Heroic Work ofa Boat’s 
Crew Under the Gallant Leadership 
of Naval Cadet Gherardi. 


Charleston, 8S. C., Feb. 8.—Admiral Bunce’s 
blockading squadron reached port* today 
after a disastrous voyage from Hampton 
Roads. Three men were lost 
from the battleship Maine during the gale 
of Friday, one man was crushed to death 
on the cruiser Marblehead, another was fa- 
tally injured, and six others were so badly 
hurt that several may lose limbs. The dé- 
tails of the accidents on the Marblehead are 
not obtainable, but it seeems that the cruiser 
made bad weather of the blow. Tonight, as 
it lfes off the jetties, it presents a dismantled 
appearance.

GOV. TANNER TO SEND A MESSAGE 
TO THE LEGISLATURE. 


will Ask Authority to Borrow $250,000 
to Tide Over Emergencies Occa- 
sioned by the Recklessness of.

The squadron weighed anchor in the roads 
on Thursday morning and put to sea. On 
Friday evening the weather thickened, and 
by night was blowing a gale. The Indiana 
returned to the roads owing to the condition 
of its turrets. The rest of the fleet, how- 
ever, poked their noses into the storm and 
headed south. 

When about fifty miles off Hatteras the 
fleet encountered the full force of the blow. 
Open squadr@y, formation was maintained 
and. the vessels were put in order for a 
siege of weather. The battleship Maine 
rolled in the big seas, the water washing its 
decks at every plunge. 

It was late on Friday afternoon that the 
accident occurred which cost three seamen 
their lives, and three others were rescued 
only by prompt and heroic work. A gang 
of men was ordered forward to make more 
secure the lashings of the big guns. “The 
deck was deluged and the wind was fresh- 
ening every moment. The men were at 
work with the lashings, when an unusually 
heavy sea curled over the bows and swept 
aft. Six of the gang were picked up and 
carried overboard before they could escape 
the wave. 

Gallant Work of Cadet Gherardi. 


When the cry of ‘“* Man overboard!’ was 
carried back there was a scene of mo- 
mentary confusion, but in an instant the 
splendid discipline of the crew was apparent. 
Life buoys were cut loose and the order 
quickly given to get a boat overboard. 

The high seas made this work one of 
peril and difficulty, but a boat’s crew under 
Naval Cadet Walter R. Gherardi, son of 
Rear-Admiral Gherardi (retired) was finally 
lowered, excellent seamanship alone pre- 
venting the frail craft from being crushed 
. against the sides of the big battleship. While 
the engines had been reversed at the first 
signal from the bridge, the momentum of 
the ship had carried it some distance be- 
yond fhe spot where the seamen were swept 
overboard, and the set of the current was 
carrying them farther away every moment. 

The ship’s crew watched the rescuers as 
they pulled frantically in the heavy seas, the 
waves running so high that the little boat 
was at times hidden from the vessel’s deck 
as it rushed down into the trough. Mean- 
time the drowning men fought bravely, and 
three of them managed to keep afloat until 
their mates hauled them out of the water 
Fhey were Seamen Hassel, Cronan, and 
Freeman. The remaining three men—John 
Brown, A. B. Nelson, and Leonard C. Koge! 
were not to be seen. The lifeboat cruised 
back and forth over the sea, but the brave 
fellows had given up the struggle and met 
a sailor’s fate. 

Cadet Gherardi and his boat's crew were 
highly complimented by the officers for their 
brave work. 

Heavy Weather Friday Night. 

Friday night the fleef made heavy weather 
of it, but managed to keep within signaling 
distanee of one another. Toward morning 
the squadron was hove toand weathered out 
the rest of the gale in that manner. The offi- 
cers say it was one of the worst gales the 
fleet has ever experienced. 

The Fern made this port before the worst 
of the gale, being forty-eight hours ahead 
of its consorts in making harbor. The 
Dolphin, which came up from the south, ar- 
rived yesterday and experienced no severe 
weather. 

A boat from the Maine came up to the city 
this afternoon with several officers. They 
visited the Collector of the port and filed 
telegrams. A dispatch from Washington 
was awaiting Admiral Bunce. 


One Killed eon Marblehead. 


The Marblehead was eight days coming 
down from New York, and much of this time 
was spent in battling with the storm. On 
Friday night Carpenter Shawberl .was 
dashed to death against the iron superstruct- 
ure by the force of the waves. Dennis Ryan, 
blacksmith; Charles Osdam, shipwright ap- 
prentice; Seanlan, seaman; Plunier Finck- 
enen, and Seaman Anderson were injured. 
Most of these men are seriously hurt and will 
be brought in to the hospital here tomorrow. 
Shawberl was buried at sea yesterday. On 
the flagship there were no vefy serious casu- 
alties. William Anderson, the boatswain, 
was slightly injured, and there were several 
narrow escapes. The flagship took a great 
deal of water and some of the lighter work 
above decks is somewhat damaged.

supposed to be in sympathy with the com- 
bine, makes interesting reading. 
Text of the Recommendations, 


The full text of the recommendations was 
as follows: 

** We ask that all tobacco manufacturers 
adopt a factor plan for the sale of their 


| produce, embodying the principles laid down 


in the plan as presented by us. 
“That you appoint as your selling factors 


or agents only such firms or corporations 
| whose names appear on a list, to be mutual- 
| ly agreed upon between yourseives and the 


associations of the various States represent- 
ed at this meeting. 

“ That the commission you will pay your 
factors or agents im these States be not less 
than 15 per cent nor more than 20 per cent, 
figured on a long or single box price. * 

‘We request that your salesmen be not 
allowed to travel with the salesmen of any 
factor, and that their signed orders from the 
retailers shall be sent to the jobbers whom 
the retailers may elect. 

’ We enter our protest against the use of 
all sehemes in connection with the sale of 
tobacco, and we are opposed to the assorted 
lot system now in vogue, and ask that sev- 
enty-two pounds of one or more brands of 
plug tobacco be the quantity, the purchase 
of which shall entitle the retailer to the in- 
side price. 

Date Set for Action. 


“We agree not to sell the product after 
sixty days’ notice from Jan. 10, 1897, of such 
manufacturer who sells and bills direct to 
those who are nat factors, and who will not 
conform to the principles of this factor 
plan for the sale of his product. 

‘That we pledge ourselves to use our best 
offices to furnish evidence of any violation 
of the factor plan, and we recommend that 
when a manufacturer is notified by the Sec- 
retary of a State association, acting on the 
instructions of the Executive or Special 
committee, that a certain factor has been 
ma se guilty of violating his factor appoint- 
ment, said manufacturer shall refuse to 
ship further orders to the accused factor 
until he has proved his innocence, or paid 
the penalty. 

‘Factors may, if they choose, sell to one 
another at manufacturers’ prices and terms, 
provided purchasing factors maintain full 
list prices.”’ 


Advantage to Jobbers. 


The advantage that the grocery jcbbers 
classed as ‘‘ factors ’”’ expect to derive from 
the agreement is in the imcrease of their 
commissions, which now vary between 3 
and 5 per cent to 15 and 20 percent. This 
increase, of course, will have to come out of 
the pockets of the public in an increased 
price for the product. 

The advantage for the manufacturers in 
the ** combine ”’ is in the freezing out of their 
smaller competitors by a practical boycott 
against the selling of their products by the 
large jobbers in the agreement. 

By discouraging ‘‘ all schemes in connec- 
tion with the sale of tobacco ”’ an unbrother- 
ly competition among the members of the 
trust is avoided. 

The trust is to go into effect after the sixty 
days’ notice from Jan. 19, and the consent 
of one manufacturer will render the com- 
bination valid. 

Houses Believed to Be in Touch. 


Already it is announced on good authority 
that the firm of P. Lorillard & Co.’ of Jersey 
@City, one of the largest manufacturers in the 
country, has signed the agreement, and that 
Wilson & McCally, John Finzer & BGros., 
Liggett & Myers, the J. T. Drummond 
Tobacco company, and the Wissinger Tobac- 
co company are heartily in sympathy with 
the trust, and will sign within a few days. 

The jobbers, it is said, are suspicious of the 
Chicago wholesale grocers, who are liable iu 
be left in the cold. The Illinois headquarters 
will be located in Peoria. 

The trust is also expected soon to cover the 
field of cigaret manufacture and, to be a 
competitor with the American Tobacco com- 
pany. ; 

Chicago wholesale grocers who were in- 
terviewed last night denied knowledge of 
the trust.

The State is paying almost 8 per cent in- 
terest on a big sum of money. It is an in- 
debtedness created by Altgeld’s appointees 
in the State institutions.

Treasurer at the rate of 
7 per cent perannum. This is almost 5 per 
cent when it is considered that the discount 
_is taken out in advance. One bank in Liv- 
ingsion County holds $66,000 in acceptances 
from, the trustees of the Pontiac Reform- 
atory. 

Bankers Hold Acceptances. 

Acceptances to the amount of $70,000 of 
the institution at Lincoln are in the hands of 
local bankers and goodness knows how many 
thousand dollars more in other places. The 
State of lllinois.is a good debtor, probably as 
solvent as any Commonwealth that ever bor- 
rowed a dollar. She sought to be able to get 
plenty of money at 3 and 3% per cent. In- 
stead of this, local bankers are getting 7 
per cent in advance and doubtless redis- 
counting the acceptances in big city banks 
at 4 or 6 per cent, thus making a clean 
profit of 3 and 4 per cent per annum. II- 
linois securities would be accepted the world 
over at an exceedingly low rate of interest. 

Some time ago Gov. Tanner learned in an ac- 
cidental way that all of the State institutions 
had anticipated their’ appropriations by 
means of acceptances, and were heavily in 
debt. About the first thing he did when he 
came into office was to address a circular 
ietter to the Treasurer of each board of 
commissioners or trusteessasking for a finar.- 
cial statement as to the condition of the 
individual institution. Out of the lot he got 
but one reply and that came from the re- 
formatory at Pontiac. He heard of the Lin- 
coln affair through friends. He has tried 


time and again to get reports from these i1n- 
Stitutions, but without avail. 


Must Report or Get Out. 


Today he sent out another letter urging 
immediate compliance with the first request. 
If these reports are not forthcoming he will 
remove every Board of Commissioners in- 
stanter. Gov. Tanner evidently does not 
want to dothis. There is a great desire for 
good appointments on these various boards. 
Gov. Tanner wants to take his time in mak- 
ing the appointments, so that he can get the 
right class of men to fill the places. 

In his message to the Legislature he will 
give a plain statement of these facts. These 
trustees have been in the habit of making 
‘such requisitions on the Governor as are 
within the limits of their appropriations and 
are necessary for the support of the same. 
The custom used to be for the requisition to 
go to the State Auditor after being approved 
by the Governor. Then the State Auditor 
would issue the warrant on the State Treas- 
urer and the money would be transferred 
from the Treasurer to sqme local bank on 
the order of the trustees. 


Loose Business Methods. 


But the tax levy made by the last General 
Assembly was less than the appropriations, 
and there was a discrepancy between the 
amount appropriated and the income of the 
State. So the Altgeld Trustees made their 
requisitions and sent them to the Governor. 
This officer approved them. Instead of tak- 
ing them to the Audffdr and getting war- 
rants they took them tq the local banks and 
discounted them. According to the opinion 
of a good many attorneys, this irregular 
practice may cost the holders of the ac- 
ceptances no end of trouble. It is a question, 
and a serious one, if the State can be held 
responsible for this devious way o doing 
business.

When he heard the door 
open he supposed it was his clc:k coming 
back and did not look up. 


Hands Up, Then His Eyes. 


A quiet voice said ‘“‘ Hands up,’’ and Mr. 
Boenert raised his arms before he did his 
face. Then he looked up and stared straight 
into the muzzles of two revolvers. On the 
desk before Boenert were spread bills and 
coin in stacks. While each man held a re- 
volver at Mr. Boenert’s head with one hand 
one man held a sack while the other scooped 
the money off the desk. 

A lot of quarters and smal! change rolled 
off and fell to the floor with a jingle, but it 
did not perturb the robbers in the least or 
cause any attention to their operations 
from the outside. After they had the money 
all stowed away-they stepped to the door and 
out before Mr. Boenert even had time to 
take his hands down. When the clerk re- 
turned the office was closed and Mr. Boenert 
had gone across the street and reported the 
affair to the Central Station. 


Enough fora Year's Salary. 


Mr. Boenert refused to divulge the exact 
amount of his loss. ‘* It was a good deal of. 
money,”’ he said. ** Enough for a good year’s 
salary for most men. I did not know the 
robbers were in the room until they had their 
guns at my head, Of course I held up my 
hands, thinking my clerk would return or 
that the people who were beginning to pass 
by from the theaters, two of which are only 
halt a block away, would see the men and 
ca!l the police. 

‘* But they stood where the revolvers were 
hidden by their bodies from the sight of 
those on the street. And then they worked 
so quickly. I hardly knew they were in the 
office until they were gone. 

“I was expecting a man in this evening 
with a note on which I was geing to pay 
$450. The man did not come in but the rob- 
bers did and they made the collection.”’ 


ORR SAYS IT IS NOT A BOODLE FUND. 


Money Contributed by Telephone Com- 
panies Will Be Used in “ Legitimate 
Furtherance ” of Barnes Bill.

Champaign, Ill., Feb. 8.—[Special.]J—J. W: 
Orr, Treasurer of the Executive committee 
of independent telephone companies, says in 
relation to the Barnes bill, now before the 
Legislature, that he attended the meeting 
of the several telephone companies in Illi- 
nois, and reluctantly consented to act as 
their Treasurer. Mr. Orr says the assess- 
ment fund asked for in the circular to local 
companies is simply to obtain funds to 
cover the ordinary expenses of getting the 
bill through—a legitimate expense and not 
regarded as a “ boodle”’ fund. Mr. Orr de- 
clines to. give the names of the Executive 
committee. He considers that part of the 
matter a private affair. He says the re- 
mittances so far are not burdensome, and 
it is not expected that they will be. Also 
that they will be judiciously expended in a 
legitimate furtherance of the bill. 

Little seems to be known by Chicago tele- 
phone men of the pending telephone legis- 
lation in Springfield—that is, of the bill fn- 
troduced by Representative Barnes, or of 
the circular referring to it issued by Cashier 
Orr of the Citizens’ Bank of Champaign. 

President Ingalls of the Harrison Inter- 
national Telephone company had not heard 
of the bill yesterday and did not care to ex- 
press an opinion on it. 

General Manager Hibbard of the Chicago 
Telephone company had read the account of 
the circular, but did not wish to express an 
opinion. 

President Keelyn of the Western Telephone 
Construction company said: 

“The bill, as I gather from the synopsis 
given, is directed against discrimination on 
the part of the Bell Telephone company, 
which now is able to make connections with 
such local companies as it chooses, and to 
refuse connections to other companies. Some 
years ago the bill might have been charged 
to the independent companies, but they are 
now above building up their systems at the 
expense of the Bell company. The ad- 
vantage to the local companies and to the 
public in the passage of this bill would be 
great, as it would reduce toll service.”

Attorney Forrest here went to the chart 
and conducted a detailed inquisition as to the 
location of the polling-place, its dimensions, 
and distance from surrounding street cor- 
ners. Then he asked: 

Q.—What time was it that you went in 
there to distribute the cigars and treated 
Worstman to the drink? 

A.—I couldn't say just exactly the time. 

Q.—About what time? 

A.—About 9 o’ciock. 

Q@.—Do you know what time you left home? 

A.—I should judge close to 9. 

Q.—How long were you in the polling- 
room? 

A.—I don’t think I was over five minutes. 

Q.—Was that the last time you were fn that 
polling-place that night? 

A.—That is the last time I wasin that poll- 
ing-place that night. [The witness spoke 
with great vehemence.] 

Attorney Forrest called upon defendant to 
state who there were in the polling-place 
that were known to him, and how long he 
had known each one, with the apparent in- 
tention of basing on this testimony an argu- 
ment that it would have been the greatest 
folly for O’Malley to join in any raid on the 
place, being sure of recognition. O’Malley 
said he knew them all, naming them over, 
and had known them for periods of from 
four to twenty years each. Among those 
mamed were Policeman Michaels, Clerk 
Waters, who had worked for O’Malley as 
collector: Eckstrom, judge of election; 
Smith, Erickson, Worstman, Hedin, Colli- 
ander, Melin, and Minogue. 

With every one of these persons the de- 
fendant swore he had been on good terms. 
He never had had trouble with any of them, 
and several were intimate friends. 


Emphatic in His Denials. 


Ald. O'Malley showed a great deal of 
warmth in answering some of the questions 
of the attorney, especially those calling to 
mind statements that had been made against 
him by witnesses for the prosecution. He 
was vehement in his denial that he had been 
at the polling-place at the time of the 
shooting of Colliander, and declared with 
emphasis he never had used such language 
as attributed to him on that occasion, or 
that he had ever used profane language. 

Witness said he parted with Worstman at 
the polling-place — pnasios rege ‘area 

vening, and went en to the e 
ae Wullam - 20 No. 184 Sedgwick 
street, meeting and speaking to Policeman 
Tom Frawley on the way. He did not find 
Mr. Lyman at home, but staid at the House 
an hour with Mrs. Lyman, who was putting 
one of the children to bed. Then he went to 
Berger's saloon, passing Frawley and talk- 
ing with him again. He thought he reached 
Betger’s at 10:30 or 10:45 o'clock, judging 
from the time he left home. 

Went Home from Berger’s. 


O’Malley denied he ever had seen Santry 
in Berger's saloon or anywhere else until the 
day he was admitted to bail, Jan. 2. He 
told who were at the saloon while he was 
there, and said he did not leave the place at 
any time from the moment of his arrival 
until he went home at about 1 o’clock, start- 
ing from the saloon in company with John 
Connery, William H. Lyman, Jack Leis, and 
Charles F. Clark. He swore he then went 
home and went to bed and did not leave the 
house until morning. He denied he was re- 
lated to John F.°O’Malley, and said he did 
not know he was accused of homicide or 
even that he was suspected of having any- 
thing to do with the raid in which Colliander 
was kfilled until Dec. 26 last at 5:20 o'clock. 

State Lays Traps for O’Malley. 

Mr. Deneen then took the witness, at 2:55 
o’clock, for. cross-examination. He made 
him admit he: had named Minogue and Wa- 
ters for selection as judge and clerk of elec- 
tion, and tried to questien him as to where 
he was during the day of Nov. 6. This was 
not allowed for any time prior to evening, 
to which direct testimony had been confined. 
Mr. Deneen made witness say he did not 
know where Democrats were receiving re- 
turns that night, and did not go near the 
ward headquarters of the party during the 

rening. 

As yen of impeachment in rebuttal, 
Mr. Deneen made defendant swear he had 
not seen Representative A. J. Olson, Chris- 
topher Strassheim, or William Boldenweck 
at Berger’s saloon during the evening. These 
men will be introduced to swear they were 
in Berger's saloon during the time Ald. 
O'Malley swears he was there, and that 
Ald. O’Malley was not in the saloon. 

Witness denied saying to A. J. Olson, Ber- 
nard Nelson, and others at the home of 
Ald. Weisbrod one evening last November 
that he left Berger's saloon at about 11 
o’clock and went home the night of the kill- 
ing. He was present at the meeting, he 
said, but made no such statement. 

Heard Only of Some Trouble. 


The next point brought out by State’s- 
Attorney Deneen was that concerning the 
conversation in Berger’s saloon between 
midnight and 1 o’clock. Witness swore he did 
not hear that night there had been any 
shooting or that any one had been killed, 
but only there had been trouble in the Ninth

When asked what ticket Robertson ran 
on Ald. O’Malley said he didn’t know, but it 
made no difference, as he got but thirty-five 
votes. Mr. Deneen remarked those votes 
came high, and the defendant stepped down 
from the witness box with a laugh. 


A. P. A. Oath Ruled Out. 


When the case opened yesterday morning 
the first witness was Gustav Melin, called 
to be cross-examined in case the alleged 
A. P. A. oath was admitted as evidence, but 
the court, ascertaining Melin’s membership 
in. the order had been ended, ruled that the 
oath could not be used or the witness ques- 
tioned as to its authenticity. The witness 
was Gismissed after denying any particular 
aversion to Catholics. 


Michaels Denies, Neuberg Affirms. 


Policeman Nicholas Michaels was called 
for cross-examination, by Mr. Fogrest. He 
unwillingly admitted he had been at Avon- 
dale and talked with Louis Neuberg several 
months ago, but denied he told Neuberg the 
Colliander shooting was so sudden no one 
could be recognized before the lights went 
out, or that he said it was a gang of hood- 
lums made the raid. The witness seemed 
embarrassed by the questioning, and his 
face wag flushed. He apparently was un- 
easy, and was vague and indefinite in his 
answers. 

Neuberg then testified that Michaels had 
made the statements he denied having made. 
He said Michaels told him the whole raid 
happened in a quarter ofaminute. In cross- 
examination Mr. Deneen quibbled with the 
witness about fractions of minutes, but could 
not shake his statement, though witness 
proved indefinite in his memory of anything 
else that occurred the day of the alleged in- 
terview with Michaels. 


Withésses for an Alibi. 


Max Worstman, iceman at No. 103 Mich- 
igan street and residing at No. 648 Burling 
Street, swore he was at Berger’s saloon all 
the time from 9 to 1 o’clock. He had known 
O’ Malley twenty years, and knew defendant 
did not leave the saloon between 10:30 and 
1 o’clock. Worstman told who were inthe 
saloon, naming those mentioned from time 
to time during the trial, but said he did not 
see either Boldenweck or Olson, both of 
whom he knows, in the saloon during the 
evening. 

A. Karrer, an undertaker and liveryman 
No. 257 Blackhawk street, said he was at 
Berger’s from 9 until 1245 o’clock. During 
that time he did not leave the saloon. He 
played cards until 11:30 and did not know 
about Ald. O’Malley’s movements up to that 
time, but was certain the Alderman did not 
leave the saloon after that until the witness 
departed. 

Mr. Deneen made the witness go into de- 
tails and tell about the size of the crowd and 
its movements, but could not shake him in 
his statements. When he asked him how 
many there were at 1 o’clock, trying to take 
witness off his guard, Karrer replied: 

‘*T was not there at 1.”’ 

The court asked just how far the witness 
had been from the table where Ald. O’ Malley 
sat. The court asked the same question of 
several of the alibi witnesses. 

Walter B. Magnus, a mewspaper circu- 
lator, No. 440 Dayton street, said he was at 
Berger’s from W o’clock until midnight, 
and the Alderman was there all that 
time. Mr. Deneen made him explain how 
he fixed in his mind the time he came and 
went, which the witness did. 


Names of Other Alibi Witnesses. 


Other alibi witnesses who testified they 
were at Berger’s saloon the night of Nov. 6, 
1894, were: 

Alexander Herzog, wagonmaker, No. 61 
Wendell street. 

William Culloden, letter-carrier, No. 318 
North State street. 

John Connery, coal dealer, No. 283 North 
Market street. 

Ex-Representative William H. Lyman. 

Ex-Ald. William Kelly, No. 168 Oak street. 

Witness Herzog said he entered Berger's 
saloon about 10 o’clock and did not leave un- 
til 12:30. He started to leave when the bar- 
keeper drew the shades at midnight, but met 
Lyman coming in and staid to jointin a 
round of drinks and congratulate the newly- 
elected legislator. He knew O’Malley did 
not leave the saloon while he wasthere. He 
told Judge Tuley he sat at a table about 
twelve feet from O’Malley. 


Pearson Criticises Forrest’s Position. 


At this juncture Assistant State’s-Attor- 
ney Pearson asked the court to have At- 
torney Forrest change his position. Mr. For- 
rest was sitting on a railing at the end of the 
jury box farthest from the court. 

Judge Tuley said there was nothing im- 
proper in counsel occupying that position. 
He liked to have them that far from the wit- 
ness box, as it had a tendency to make wit- 
nesses speak louder than if the attorney were 
nearer. 

Mr. Pearson,said he objected to counse! 
holding whispered consultation near enough 
to the jurors to be overheard. 

The jurors nearest Mr. Forrest denied hav- 
ing heard enything, and the court cautioned 
counsel go give no opportunity for suspicion 
by stepping away from the jurors if they 
wished to consult. Meanwhile the court re- 
minded Mr. Pearson that he had frequently 
been seen occupying the same position from 
which he had asked to have Mr. Forrest re- 
moved. 

Witness Culloden said he went to Berger’s 
at 11 o’clock and staid until 1, and that 
O’Malley was there all the time he was there. 
He described O’Malley’s position, and told 
whom the defendant was sitting with during 
the evening, corroborating former witnesses. 
He spent the evening with his friend Herzog 
at Berger's. 

Walks Part Way with O'Malley. 


Witness Connery said he entered Berger’s 
place between 11:30 and 12 o’clock; that 
O’Malley was there at ghat time; that he 
went out about 12:15, or shortly after Lyman 
came in, and got lunch, returning to Berger’s 
a little before 1 o’clock. O’Mallery was sfill 
there. He heard talk of shooting at the 
Ninth Precinct and remarked it was a good 
time to go home. He walked as far as the 
corner near the saloon with O’Malley, 
Lyman, and Clark. 

Ex-Ald. William Kelly corroborated the 
testimony of Connery, with whom he left 
the saloon to go out for luncheon, and with 
whom he spent the entire evening, until 
Connery left Berger’s for home. 

William H. Lyman told of leaving Engel’s 
pavilion a little before midnight and arriv- 
ing a few minutes later at Berger's, probably 
a few minutes after 12, where he received 
congratulations. He corroborated former 
witnesses as to O’Malley being there at that 
time and staying there until Clark, Connery, 
Lyman, and O’Malley left in a body about 1 
o’clock, 

Charles F. Clark Upholds O’Malley. 


Charles F. Clark, judge of election in the 
Eighteenth Precinct of the Twenty-third 
Ward that night, told of taking luncheon 
with Kelly, Connery, and John Murphy after 
he had finished his work at the polling place 
and returning to Berger's some time before 
1 o’clock. He corroborated O’Malley in the 
point of conversation at the saloon, saying 
he heard no talk of shooting that night, but 
only of trouble. He testified as to the four 
starting home together, and said, on cross- 
examination, they met no crowd of six or 
seven men on the street on the way home 
and heard no shots fired. 

This ended the alibi testimony and the 
work of the forenoon, the.court adjourning 
until 2 o’clock. Up to this time it had not 
been supposed Ald. O’Malley would be intro- 
duced as a witness before today, and the 
announcement made at adjournment that 
the defendant would.come on the first thing 
in the afternoon was a surprise. 


Hints at a Perjury Conspiracy. 


At the opening of the afternoon session 

Mr. Pearson called Witness Johnson, the 
colored man who testified that Inspector 
Schaack was an A. P. A. and that Gustav 
Melin had eaid no one could recognize any 
one in the party of assailants in the poll- 
ing place. 
Upon being questioned by Mr. Pearson, 
who read from a typewritten statement, 
witness denied having had conversations 
with one Cozard, a colored man, about the 
Colliander murder, or offering Cozard mon- 
ey to testify, directly or indirectly. He 
made similar denials concerning a colored 
man named Ramsey when by his questions 
Mr. Pearson implied Johnson had also tried 
to bribe Ramsey. These queries,will be set 
forth in the. form of an affirmation by the 
State today, Mr. Pearson said last night. 

After the examination of Johnson Mr- 
Forrest moved all questions and answers 
relative to Ramsey and Cozard be stricken 
out. The court took the motion under ad- 
visement, withholding a ruling. 

After the examination and cross-examina- 
tion of Ald. O’Malley no more witnesses were 
at hand to be heardinthecase. Mr. Forrest 
said his character witnesses had not been 
summoned to a before this morning, 
and Mr. Deneen, hav been taken by sur- 
prise by the turn of affairs, was not ready 
to proceed. 

It was agreed the Santry case should take 
its turn, and Attorney Donahoe began laying 


Orleans street, testified he saw John Santry 
with the latter’s brother, George, the even- 
ing of Nov. 6, 1894. That night between 10 
and 11 o’clock he said the three started 
from the defendant’s saloon and made a 
round of newspaper offices for elecfion 
news.

Other witnesses were questioned on this 
Same point, and it appeared the defense in- 
tended to refute witnesses who swore they 
identified the man brought into the case 
through Cabman Shepard’s story as John 
Santry. 

Santry’s Brother to the Rescue. 


George Santry, brother of defendant, No. 
25 St. Clair street, corroborated Lavelle’s 
testimony. He could not~recall the exact 
time the three started for the newspaper 
offices at Madison and Dearborn streets, and 
figured it was between 11 and 11:30 o’clock 
when théy set out from the saloon at Mar- 
ket and Indiana streets. 

Mrs. Mary Cummings, sister of defendant, 
said on Novy. 6, 1894, she was living at the 
home of John Santry, No. 47 East Ontario 
street. That evening she staid at home, and 
during the early morning hours she arose 
and opened the door for John Santry. She 
said her brother was not injured, that he 
did not walk lame, and that he did not 
seem lame at any time during the two days 
following that time. Mrs. Cummingsnow lives 
at No. 23G East Indiana street. She said 
she had never in her life seen her brother 
John in ill-health or lame. 

Attorney Donahoe here announced to the 
court that with the exception of two or 
three questions he wanted to ask witnesses 


not then present he had finished his case. 


He said he would finish within half an hour 
after court opens this morning. ' 

It was still only 4:25 o’clock, and the Court 
said he would call the session this morning 
earlier on account of lost time yesterday 
afternoon. Accordingiy an adjournment was 
taken until 9:45 o’clock this morning. 

Attorneys in the case expect all the work 
of finishing the direct testimony and of re- 
buttal and surrebuttal will be finished before 
court adjourns tonight, and that the argu- 
ments will begin Wednesday morning. 

If there are no unexpected developments, 
the case will probably be given to the jury 
before Sunday. 

Deneen Prepares a Surprise. 

State’s-Attorney Deenen held a conference 
with several witnesses in his office last night. 
Assistant State’s-Attorney Pearson, In- 
spector Schaack and Capt. Schuettler were 
present, and everything was said and done 
behind closed doors. 

Several of the witnesses to be used by the 
prosecution today were called into Mr. Deen- 
en’s office, singly, and their affidavits taken, 
for the purpose of finding out whether the 
stories they would tell on the witness stand 
would coincide with the ones they told to 
friends shortly after or at the time of the 
shooting. 

The State’s-Attorney would say nothing 
about his conference with the witnesses, nor 
would he say who they were. He appeured 
to be perfectly satisfied with the result, how- 
ever, and said he had a surprise in store for 
the defense. 


MAJ. GINTER IS SUED FOR $25,000. 


Suit Begun Against the Cigaret Mag- 
nate by His Former Housekeeper for 
Defamation of Character. 


Richmond, Va., Feb. 8.—[Special.]—Mrs. 
Laura Dowden, who for three years has been 
the housekeeper at the home of Maj. Lewis 
Ginter, the cigaret magnate, has sued him 
and his niece, Miss Grace Arenb, for $25,000 
damages for defamation of character. Mrs. 
Dowden isa highly respectable white woman 
and resides in Richmond. | 

On Jan. 2 she was discharged from Maj. 
Ginter’s employ. She demanded to know 
why her services were no longer required 
and was then accused of theft at the instance 
of Maj. Ginter, it is alleged. It seems that 
Maj. Ginter’s residence had been the scene 
of a series of peculations. Silverware cf the 
costliest kind had disappeared and also 
money. Every effort was made to capture 
the thief, but unsuccessfully. During thea 
holidays some money was marked anil lett 
where it would tempt the thief. This very 
soon disappeared. Mrs. wden, whe ac- 
cused of taking it, denied that she had takea 
the money and an investigation was made by 
city detectives. They, instead of fastening 
the charge upon the housekeeper, found that 
she was entirely innocent of any wrong 
doing. 

Attorney Wedenburg, for Mrs. Dowden, 
before bringing the suit wrote a letter te 
Maj. Ginter and-said that Mrs. Dowden 
would be satisfied if the cloud placed over 
her name was removed. It stated that Miss 
Arenb had told Mrs. Dowden that Maj. 
Ginter had said tHat she was the thief. The 
letter said that if Maj. Ginter would detniy 
this, no action wofild be taken, providing 
Miss Arenb would apologize. 

Maj. Ginter denied he had used the words 
attributed to him. Miss Arenb refused to 
apologize, saying that she had not misrep- 
resented that the Major had used the words 
she credited him with. Miss Arenb left to- 
day for New York, and it is said that she 
will be in no hurry about returning to Rich- 
mond. 


JOHN W. ELA SPEAKS AT DENVER. 


Addresses the Colorado Legislature 
and a Mass-Meeting of Citizens on 
Civil Service Reform. 


Denver, Colo., Feb. 8.—[Special.]—John W. 
Ela of Chicago addressed a joint session 
of the Legislature this afternoon, strongly 
urging the passage of the civil service re- 
form bill which is before the Legislature. 

This evening Mr. Ela addressed a mass- 
meeting of citizens on the same topic. In 
his evening address Mr. Ela explained 
what civil service reform means and gave 
a history of its progress in this country. 
He then related a history of the movement 
in Chicago which resulted in the Illinois 
law, and described the benefits of the oper- 
ation of the law in Chicago—how it had 
cleaned the officeseekers and petty politi- 
cians out of the City Hall.’ He said that 
for the first time in Chicago taxes paid by 
the people went for the expenses of thecity. 
No money was palfd to loafers who cocked 
their heels up on the desks and let the city 
work take care of itself. He told of the 
movement for this reform throughout the 
West—in Tacoma, Seattle, St. Paul, San 
Francisco, and other cities. 

He closed with an eloquent tribute to the 
City of Denver and the business enterprise 
of its people, and an appeal to them to de- 
vote the same energy in raising the stand- 
ard of the government as they do in their 
business,

Mra. Jonas Cassem and Ole P. Wicks 
Suspected of Responsibility for the 
Death of Jonas Cassem. 


Morris, Ill., Feb. 8&—[Special.]}—Ole P. 
Wicks was held to the grand jury in bonds 
of $1,000 and Mrs. Jonas Cassem on her own 
recognizances by the Coroner’s jury today 
for suspected complicity in the death of 
Jonas Cassem. 

Jonas Cassem, a well-to-do farmer of Net- 
tle Creek Township, died suddenly last week 
after a trip to Morris with his hired man. 
On the way home he drank freely of whisky. 
He was permitted to lie in the wagon-box for 
some hours after reaching home. 

Several witnesses testified the deceased 
had not gotten along peaceably with his 
young wife, whom he married shortly after 
the death of his first wife, five years ago. 
He feared her, and had expressed himseif 
fearful that he might lose his life. Testi- 
mony was given that she had chased a 
friend away with a butcher knife who had 
called to see her husband when he was sick 
and threatened to turn out a witness before 
the Coroner's jury. Ole P. Wicksis the man 
who accompanied Cassem to Morris.

President C. A. Pillsbury of the association 
and M. H. Davis of Shelby recently appeared 
before the Congressional Ways and Means 


committee and set forth the needs of the 


millers in reciprocal traderelations with’ the 
countries of Central and South America. If 


it can be arranged it is also desired to have 


& reeiprocity arangement with some of the 
Asiatic countries where American flour is 
now being introduced in large quantities. 
The reports of these two men, submitted to 
the board, it is said, were satisfactory. 


Opposes the Pooling Bill. 

It was reported that some action would be 
taken to oppose the proposed pooling bill, but 
the subject was not brought up. Following 
the meeting Mr. Pillsbury said he was op- 
posed to the measure and had always been. 

“You ask me why I am opposed to the 

pooling clause amendment of the inter-State 
commerce act. I am surprised that any one 
should be asked this question. Why any 
one should be opposed to any trust or any 
monopoly and not opposed to an effort to 
build up the biggest trust of all is a mystery 
to me. On principle I am opposed 
to the bill. My experience also shows that 
the men who control the pooling trust are 
not conversant with the wants of the North- 
west and they are already the laughing stock 
of their own employés. 
'.“ If the trunk line commission could con- 
trol the rates between the East and the West 
by a pooling arrangement Chicagd and the 
rest of the Northwest would simply be done 
up. I can understand why so many railroad 
lawyers are being sent to Congress. If it 
were not for their insidious influenca there 
would not be members enough to make and 
second a motion in the interest of the pooling 
clause. ° 
Will Injure Railroads. 

“Tf it is ever passed it will politically 

damn any man who voted for it, and in the 
long run will work great injury to the rail- 
roads themselves, as it will tend to foster 
such an avalanche of indignation not only 
among the producing classes but also among 
the business classes that the reactionary 
legislation against the railroads will be too 
extreme. 
“* How any man can claim to be a foe of 
trusts and monopolies and support the pool- 
ing clause will be a mighty hard thing for 
him to explain to his constituents. When- 
ever there is any danger of such a bill pass- 
ing there will be such a howl of indignation 
go down to Washington from the West and 
the Northwest that it will settle the fate of 
the bill at once. I would express my opinion 
in stronger language, for this is a matter 
that is vital to every Western interest, but I 
haven't the time now.’”’ 


NEWCOMER DIDN'T SPIT IN THAT CAR. 


Jury in Justice Bradwell’s Court Ac- 
quits Him of the Charge Brought by 
the “ Spotter,” T. D. Courtney. 


Attorney J. R. Newcomer was acquitted by 
a jury in Justice Bradwell’s court yesterday 
of the charge of spitting on the floor of a 
West Twelfth street electric car recently. 
The jury, however, commended the crusade 
against the habit of spitting in public places, 
although it was declared misapplied in this 
case. 

T. D. Courtney, the “‘ spotter,’ who caused 
Newcomer’s arrest, declared that he had 
seen Attorney Newcomer spitting and had 
remonstrated with him. He said Newcomer 
replied.: 

** Well, the ordinance is a good one; but 
you can’t touch me with it.”’ 

After this, according to the witness, ihe 
lawyer spat on the floor again, and only 
stopped when arrested by the policeman. 
Courtney swore that he was a special officer 
and showed a star bearing words to that 
effect.

Conductor Cohen, who was on the car 
when the alleged spitting occurred, became 
confused in his answers, but he testified 
that he had seen Newcomer spit. 

Three passengers of the car testified that 
they had watched Mr. Newcomer and had 
not seen him spit.

PROBABLY the Republicans will have one 
Senator less in the next Senate than they 
reckoned on.

A failure to get them 
will make it all the harder to legislate satis- 
factorily. ‘The Populists and the bolting R 
publicans will hold the balance of power in 
the Senate. 


THE House passed the Torrey bankruptcy 
bill at the last session, and it is now before 
the Senate. That body, instead of wasting 
its time discussing measures which cannot 
pass, ought to take up ‘this bankruptcy 
bill and put it through. There is a general 


demand for the enactment:’of such a measure. | 


The numerous failures of the last fouy 
years have forced on the attention of all 
business-men the need of a national uni- 
form law. The States have their insolvency 
laws, but they differ so widely as to create 
intolerable confusion. The bill now before 
the Senate has been discussed and critiéised 
during the last six years and has been so 
modified that it is thought to be free from 
faults, including that of expensiveness. It 
provides for both voluntary and involuntary 
bankruptcy, but it is believed no injustice 
can he done any one by the involuntary 
There is aiso a bill before the 
Senate providing for voluntary bankruptcy 
only, -but the House will not adopt it, and, 
if it would, that half-way measure is not 
what is needed. It would do more harm 
than good. st 


MORE GOLD, BUT FEWER LEGAL 
TENDERS. 

The net gold balance in the Treasury is a 
little over 145 millions. At the close of 
January, 1896, the balance was only 49%, 
millions. A month later, after the 100- 
million bond sale, it was 124 millions. But, 
while it is gratifying to see more gold ih the 
Treasury, the fact must not be lost sight of 
that the government does not have in its own 
hands as many of its gold demand notes as 
it did a year ago, while there are more of 
those notes-in bank vaults ready to be used 
to dM@w gold out of the Treasury with if 
desired. 

At the beginning of fhis month the Treas- 
ury held Sherman notes to the amount of 
$35,600,000, and it held greenbacks over 
and above the currency certificates out- 


‘standing to the amount of $12,600,000. 


That made a total of $48,200,000. Buta 
year ago the Treasury held $73,300,000 in 
greenbacks and $30,600,000 in Sherman 
notes, a total of $1035,900,000. 

The Treasury has 21 millions more gold, ’ 
but its holdings of gold demand notes have 
shrunk 56 millions. From one point of 
view it is better able to stand a gold run 


than itwasayearago. From another point 


of view itis not. Were there to be a panic 
and a sudden rush for gold it would not take 
many days to clean out the Treasury. It 
In 


This shrinkage in the stock of demand 


notes held by the Treasury tallies closely 


with the revenue deficiency and is largely 
due to it. If the receipts had been 55 mill- 
ions greater than they were, thus covering 
all the expenses of the government; the 
Treasury would have been able to hold on 
to greenbacks and Sherman notes which it 
has been compelled to pay out to govern- 
ment creditors. 

If the Wilson-Gorman tariff had produced 
sufficient revenue there would stil] have 
been a demand for gold, and bonds would 
have had to be sold to get that gold. But 
the legal tender notes, when redeemed, 
would not have had to”be paid out again 
speedily. They would have remained in the 
Treasury vaults, out of mischief and out 
of circulation. Then there would have been 
a howl over “the contraction of the cur- 
rency ” and a demand that they be paid out. 

Before any tariff bill can be enacted to 
provide more revenue the Treasury holdings 
of demand notes will shrin® to small pro- 
portions. Those notes to the amount of 
about 450 millions will be in bank vaults. 
They will not be in circulation. They will 
not be used until there is-a demand for.gold. 
Then they will make their menacing re- 
appearance. The revenues may be in- 
creased, but those notes will not flow back 
into the Treasury. : 

Since the greenbacks no longer serve any 
useful purpose they should be canceled 
speedily and their place taken by currency 
which will circulate, which is perfectly 
sound, and which does not contain one ele- 
ment of danger. 
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SECRETARY SEARLES’ TRIP TO CANTON. 

Why did Secretary John E. Searles of the 
sugar trust go to Canton to see President- 
elect McKinley when he should have been 
at Albany answering the questions which a 
committee of the New York Legislature de- 
sires to put to him? 

State Senator Lexow, the Chairman of the 
committee which laid bare so much Tam- 
many rottenness two years ago, is the Chair- 
man of amother committee which is prying 
Into the secrets of the sugar trust. Mr. 
Searles, who possesses a great deal of val- 
uable information, wassubpcenaed to appear 
and be exg mined last week. Instead of 
obeying orders he dashed off to Canton, 
where he saw the President-elect and also 
Mr. Hanna. 

There are three theories as to Mr. Searles’ 
visif. One of them is that ‘he wished to 
give his views about the sugar schedule of 
the new tariff bill. Of course the trust 
would like to write thatschedule. It would 
be glad to get more protection than the 
eighth of a cent it has now, and it would 


like to have the ad valorem duty on raw. 


sugar retained so that it cap have the sugar 
it imports undervalued. 

But the tariff bill is being prepared at 
Washington by the Committee on Ways and 
Means and not at Canton by Mr. McKinley. 
Therefore, if the engar schedule is what Mr. 
Searles is worrying about at this time he 
woukl be at Washington. 

Another theory, which is preposterous, is 
that the objéct of Mr. Searles’ trip was to 
demand that “the direct influence of the 
foture Executive be exerted upon the Re- 
publican leaders of New York to lighten the 
severity of the inquiry into the affairs of 
the trust.” In brief, Mr. McKinley must 
tell Mr. Piatt to “ go slow.” Mr. Searles 
may be a cheeky man, but he has not cheek 
enough to go to Maj. McKinley on such an 
errand as that.

Finally, it is suggested that Mr. Searics 


went to Canton in behalf of John J. Mc- 
‘Cook of New York, who has been mentioned 
for Attorney-General. It is alleged he would 
suit the trust because he is a corporation 
lawyer who, like Olney, is friendly to trusts, 
and may be depended on not to annoy 
them if made the law officer of the govern- 
ment. 

The paper which gives this more reason- 
able theory regarding Mr. Searles’ trip 
states also that “ he retired not wholly sat- 
isfied with the result of his mission.” It 
may be taken for granted that he did not, 
if his object was to secure an Attorney- 
General who has an affection for the sugar 
trust and other trusts. 

Unlike President Cleveland, President- 
elect McKinley has no love for these indns- 
trial conspiracies against the consumers. 
His Attorney-General will be a man who 
thinks as he does about those matters, 
Therefore he will not go to the sugar trust 
for an Attorney-General, nor will any can- 
didate for that position be helped by its in- 
dorsement,. 

It is safe to conclude that Mr. Searles’ 
errand, whatever it may have been, was 
fruitless, and that he put himself in con- 
tempt of the committee of the Legislature 
for nothing. The sooner he appears before 
it and gives up the information it desires the 
better will it be for him.

RAILROAD PASSENGER RATES. 

There is before the Illinois Legislature 
a bill declaring that the maximum passen- 
ger rate on the railroads of this State shall 
be two cents a mile. Similar bills are be- 
fore the Legislatures of neighboring 
States. 

There appears to be an agreement of 
opinion on the part of those who have 
studied the question most closely that the 
proposed reduction would ndét be expedient 
or just at this time. If the data sub- 
mitted are correct, and there is no reason 
to suspect their‘accuracy, a two-cent rate 
would not cover the cost of doing the 
service in many cases, and therefore 
would be set aside by the courts, when 
they were appealed to. 

The assertion that a two-cent rate would 
be unjust is not made by the railroads alone. 
They might be suspected of bias. It is 


made by Railroad Commissioners, who have’ 


no prejudices in favor of the roads. The 
Illinois Board of Railroad and Warehouse 
Commissioners looked into this matter over 
a month ago, and came to the conclusion 
that the great trunk lines might stand a 
reduction, but the other roads could not. 

The present maximunf rate is three cents 
a mile, but during the last three years the 
average amount charged per passenger per 
mile has been a fraction above two cents. 
Owing to the hard times there has beena 
large decrease in the number of passengers 
carried, and there is no prospect of an im- 
mediate large increase 

So the board declined to make the reduc- 
tion which was desired by the State 
Grange. It stated, however, that the Legis- 
lature has the power to regulate the maxi- 
mum charge, and it left the matter to the 
wisdom of that body. But the state of af- 
fairs which caused the board to refuse to 
act must have weight with the Legisluture 
also. 

The Iowa Railroad Commission has been 
asked by the State Agricultural Society 
whether the maximum passenger rate 
should be lowered to two cents a mile. 


‘The answer of the commission is an em- 


phatie negative. {It ts alleged— 

First—That at the present time the average fare 
charged in Iowa is less than the actual cost vf 
transporting the passenger. 

Second—That within the last three or four years 
passenger earnings have decreased with a cor- 
responding decrease in the cost of doing the busi- 
ness. 

The average amount received per passen- 
ger per mile for the year ending June 30, 
1895, was 2.27 cents. Many phssengers 
paid the full maximum rate of three cents, 
but the reduced rates for excursions, State 
and county fairs, etc., pulled down the aver- 
age. Owing to these concessions, which are 
proper and which are always expected, the 
average rate necessarily must fall below the 
maximum. 

But the actual cost to the railroads of the 
service rendered was 2.57 cents per passen- 
ger per mile. This is the figure ufter the 
passenger business has been charged with 
its proportionate share of the fixed charges. 

That lower rates would add materially to 
the volume of business done the commission 
seems inclined to doubt. It states that the 
average distance traveled by each passenger 
on the Iowa roads is 31\ miles and the aver- 
age fare paid was 76.64 cents. Attwo cents 
a mile the average passenger would save 
8.4 cents. ‘i 

The density of population is greater in 
Ilinois than in Iowa. The population per 
mile of railroad is GU per cent greater in this 
State, and so are the passenger earnings per 
mile. But no data have been submitted yet 
which show that a two-cent rate would be 
fair in Illinois. Hence the Legislature does 
not seem to be called on to revise the action 
of the Railroad and Warehouse Board. 

The truth is that the people-need low 
freight rates more than they do iow passen- 
ger rates, Freight charges affect every- 
body—all the producers and all the con- 
sumers. A reduction in freight rates means 
cheaper -goods for everybody. Lower 
passenger rates benefit the millions who 
travel. But the millions who do not travel, 
as well as the millions who do, are the bene- 
ficiaries of lower freight rates. 

The sums which are being extorted from 
shippers by railway pools and “ gentlemen’s 
agreements” far exceed all that can be 
saved to the people by any legitimate reduc- 
tion in the charges for passenger trafic. 
The freight rates, manipulated by combines, 
are what need looking after the most. 


VENAL DEMO.-POPS. 

Can it be possible that a Populist should 
be a boodler? Can it be possible that that 
admixture of Democratic and Populistic re 
formers, fused together to do away with 
wicked goldbugs and abherrent plutocrats, 
is itself susceptible to corruption at the very 
first opportunity which presents itself? It 
would seem so, for here Th Washington 
State an.investigating committee of the 
Legislature, scrutinizing the methods by 
which a United States Senator is elected, 
finds itself chin deep ig bribery and bood- 
ling, finds “a jackpot” for bribery pur- 
poses, finds that Populists may be bought, 
and, worse than that, may be bought dirt 
cheap. It is charitable to say that the 
venal fellows do not appear to be the mid- 
die of the road ones, who have refused to 
dally with the Democracy, but are of the 
Demo.-Pop. class, which class seems to 
combine all the want of principle *which 
characterizes Democrats with the want of 
sense which characterizes Populists—a com- 
bination which apparently will sell out at 
the first offer and seli out ridiculously cheap 
at that. mA 

According to the testimony before the in- 
vestigating committee, the Washington 
Legislature bas a minority of boodlers who 
hold the balance of power.

and that these immaculate reformers were 
banded together for sale to the highest bid- 
der. It is possible they expected more, but 
some reformers seem to come cheap in 


Washington. 
It is not quite clear whether the corrupt 


Populist. Perhaps it is the union, of the 
two that is responsible for it. Anyhow, the 
middle of the road fellows claim their skirts 
are clean and that they have not had their 
hands in the jackpot. The situation, how- 
ever, is distinctly unfavorable to reform as 
practiced by the fusionists, and the outcome 
will probably be the dissolution or at least 
the defeat of the fusion party in the State. 
The regular Populists hereafter will have 
no dealings with the Democrats. The alli- 
ance will be broken, and once broken 
Republicans will have the advantage. The 
result of all this unwholesome business will 
be in the nature of a menace to reform. 
Human nature is much the same in other 
Far Western States as it is in Washington, 
and if the product of the union of 
a Democrat and a Populist is a 
boodler in that State, fusion will 
be under suspicion elsewhere. But on 
general principles this blotch upon the sup- 
posed immaculate purity of 16 to 1 Bryan- 
ized Populists is discouraging. It adds to 
the cross and the erewn, the jackpot and the

MENACE TO THE NATIONAL POULTRY. 

A recent yoluminous bulletin issued by the 
Agricultural Department at Washington re- 
veals the fact that, while our young country 
has been actively engaged in solving many 
problems, we have entirely overlooked the 
subject of tapeworms in poultry. It ap- 
pears that the literature of Germany, 
France, and other foreign countries is rich 
in scientific tapeworm lore, but until a recent 
date little of the extensive data prepared on 
this question has been permitted to become 
incorporated in the English language. 

The gravity of this omission is con- 
vincingly set forth in the initial attempt of 
the Agricultural Department to grapple 
with the problem, especially in the assertion 
made on the first page of tlre document that 
our inoffensive chickens have been the in- 
nocent hostelries of thirty-three known 
specimens of tapeworm, together with a 
multitudinous array of other specimens 
whose identity has not been fixed with ac- 
curacy by scientists. This insinuating para- 
site revels in a variety of names, the most 
formidable of which is Bothriocephalide, 
and of course it is just the luck of the Amer- 
ican chicken to be afflicted in the most un- 
pronounceable manner. Fortunately, how- 
ever, in calling the attention of the Nation 
to this subject, the Agricultural Depart- 
ment also suggests a simple method of suc- 
cessfully fighting the evil. All that is nec- 
essary to do is to prevent the chickens from 
eating the larv@ from fishes, small fresh- 
water mussel crabs, earthworms, small 
fresh-water copepods, house-flies, slugs, 
snails, and any form of the Gammarus 
pulex. By careful attention to the diet of 
the chickens in the manner thus set forth 
they will be practically safe from at least 
eighteen varieties of the Bothriocephalidze 
and the Taeniide. The most effective 
method of rendering the inroads of the other 
fifteen specimens innocuous appears to be 
to kill the chickens, although a less drastic 
plan may be concealed somewhere in the 
* bulletin ” and have been overlooked. 

Some diplomacy must be exercised, evi- 
dently, in attacking these elaborately 
named parasites, for it appears from the 
‘bulletin’ that “in several places it is 
perfectly evident the parasites are sailing 
under wrong names.” If is not improbable, 
therefore, that some pesky Bothriocephalinz 
will deceive a farmer into thinking it is a 
Bothriocephalidzw, to the infinite disgust of 
the chicken, whose daily supply of slugs 
and snails has been cut off in consequence 
and in vain. The best plan of course would 
be to insist on having all the specimens care- 
fully tagged and labeled, but if this should 
not be practicable, any man in doubt could 
setthe the question of identity by reference 
to the interesting gallery of photographs 
which accompanies the department's bulle- 
tin. It is a veritable rogues’ gallery of 
tapeworms. If by any chance this test does 
not prove effective, and there seems to be a 
possibility of serious mistake, the best plan 
for the present appears to be to boil the 
chickens. 


PLANS FOR THE QUEEN’S JUBILEE. 

The great minds of England are concen- 
trated on the effort to suggest some suitably 
conspicuous feature for the celebration of 
the Queen’s jubilee. The result of their 
labors, as far as made public, has been 
chiefly a variety of fantastic propositions, 
few of which have risen above the plane of 
the ludicrous. Faithful Begg, the devoted 
father of the woman’s stffrage bill in the 


that “a double-headed lion, passant guard- 
ant, the heads severally crowned, one for 
India and the other for the colonies, should 
be incorporated into the royal arms.” Mr, 
Begg argues that this heraldic monstrosity 
will “ draw together more closely the outly- 
ing portions of the empire.” The only nota- 
ble result of Mr. Begg’s proposal has been 
to draw from Mr. Labouchere this charac- 
teristic rejoinder: 

How a double-headed monster, passant guard- 
ant, is to do this he does not explain. In India 
the people just now are in want of food to keep 
themselves alive.’ When they ask for bread we 
are te reply, it would seem, by telling them that if 
we give them a heraldic lion this is enough. But 
why is the beast to have only one body? Ifa head 
and a shared body will draw to us the hearts of 
the colonists and Indians, why not do the thing 
handsomely and let each be represented by a sep- 


arate lion? 
The only really magnificent plan an- 


nounced up to date emanates happily from 
the Prince of Wales. He .proposes that 
London raise a fund whose anntal income 
will provide the annual deficiency of more 
than half a million dollars in the expenses 
of maintaining the hospitals of the metropo- 
lis. These hospitals are supported by 
private funds and subscriptions, but it is 
asserted that “the annual canvassing to 
which the managers are compelled to resort 
in order to keep the institutions open is a 
nuisance and almost a_ public scandal.” 
The sum required to meet the suggestion 
of the Prince would be about $16,000,000. 
If he succeeds in accomplishing his purpose 
the achievement will one of the crowning 
works of the century in practical philan- 
thropy.’ ; . 

An interesting phase of the preparations 
that are being made for the celebration is 
shown in the attitude of the shopkeepers, 
especially in the West End. It is said they 
hnve been-greatly troubled by the “ possi- 
bility of loss in case of the sudden death of 
the Queen.” The ‘precaution has been 
taken, it appears, by several, whose finan- 
cial outlay has been particularly large, “ to 
pay a good round premium for insurance 
on her Majesty’s life during the next six 
months, so that in‘ case of the calamity 
of her death they would not suffer in

PROJECT TO BANISH POVERTY. 

It is worthy of the large heart of the Sal- 
vation Army that a gigantic project to 
“ banish poverty, minimize the necessity for 
charity, and render the poor independent ” 
should. emanate from the leaders of that 
organization. But, unfortunately, the plan, 
as outlined by Commander Booth-Tucker, 
presupposes a combination of activity and 
resources that even in fancy cannot be ac- 
cepted as possible. He expects to handle 
3,000,000 paupers, and declares he will re- 
quire 3,000,000 agents, who shall be honest, 
faithful, and work chiefly from philanthrop- 
ic motives. Yet all these agents must also 
be. skilled in the treatment of charity prob- 
lems and be willing to work for practically 
no remuneration beyond their living ex- 
penses. Having obtained this army—from 
what Utopia is not explained—it is proposed 
with its aid to establish the following feat- 


ures: 
A city colony of.a complex character, with food 


and shelter depots, labor bureaus, and factories 
for the unemployed; homes for the fallen, for ex- 
criminals, and for waifs and strays, together with 
slum ports or centers for investigation and relief, 
established, In the worst quarters; 

Vacant lot farms for employing the surplus pep- 
ulation and enabling them both to raise thelr own 
food and acquire a knowledge of agriculture; 

Farm colonies in the neighborhood of the cities, 


where a poor man can obtain possegsion of his own 
farm and can be helped till he becomes his own 


master; 
Land colonies, consisting of large tracts of land 


in the West, to which the surplus population of the 
cities can be systematically removed under wise 


and kindly guidance. 

“ Sufficient land and sufficient money ” 
are all the requisites needed to perfect this 
echeme. Mr. Booth-Tucker, im other words, 
proposes to solve the pauper problem by ob- 
taining an immense sum of money, an im- 
mense donation of land, 3,000,000 skilled, 
faithful, and philanthropic assistants, ex- 
ecutive ability of a caliber on a par with 
that exerciesd in conducting the greatest 
corporations, and a tractable and pliant dis- 
position in a majority of the 3,000,000 pau- 
pers he expects to handle. His faith in his 
ability to gather together such an assem- 
blage of practically impossible attributes is 
fine, but hardly convincing. The best ef- 
forts of the most learned men and mést 
open-handed philanthropists have been de- 
voted for years to devising plans for the 
amelioration of the condition of the poor 
along lines that would raise them from pau- 
perism to independence. Each of the feat- 
ures set forth by Mr. Booth-Tucker with 
such assurance has proved for years a prob- 
lem that has resisted the most earnest and 
continuous attempts to solve it. 

It is a very simple matter to arrange all 
these features in an orderly group and an- 
nounce that with a few unattainable forces 
the whole poor question will be solved.

Council of Jewish Women Considers 
Kindergarten Work—Proceeds of 
the Bazaar Nearly $2,000. 


Members of the Chicago Section of the 
Council of Jewish Women met yesterday aft- 
ernoon at Sinai Temple to discuss topics re- 
lating to kindergarten work and incidental- 
ly to listen to a report of the bazaar held last 
week. More than 100 women were present. 

After the singing of two lullabies by Mrs. 
J. N. Eisendrath Miss Anna E. Bryan of the 
Cook County Normal Schoo! was introduced 
and spoke on “ The Spiritual Life of the 
Child as Developed in the Kindergarten.” 
Her address was a bright, interesting ser- 

‘mon to the assemblage of mothers regarding 
the instruction of the child through the 
senses rather than in them, 

‘The searching and reaching out of the 
child,” said the speaker, “in his continual 
thirst for knowledge should not be deplored 
by the mother, although it may cause her 
no little discomfort. Upon the quality of 
tha answers given to the child’s questions 
his spiritual welfare largely depends. Re- 
ligion should not be crammed into the grow- 
ing mind, but should be taught by careful 


| evolution of dormant, innate sensibilities. 


" Always remember’the close association 
of the physical being to the mental plane. 
You will aid the mental development by sat- 
isfying the physical. Train the child always 
to respect the rights of others. This you 
cannot do unless you allow him rights of 
his own. Educate the senses; direct the 
energies. Let him handle objects to develop 
the sense of touch.. Don’t give him books 
too fine to be handled or dolls too elegant to 
be touched. Never deprive him of a wrong 
employment without supplying one that is 
right; and don’t punish the act but for the 
motive. Teach children by children and 
they will learn to see the world from the 
standpoint of others. 

“If she would learn to ‘ live with her chil- 
dren’ a mother must yield herself to the 
training of the manifold little and seeming- 
ly trivial incidents of their everyday life.” 

In concluding her talk, which the fem- 
inine audience applauded long and vigorous- 
ly at the close, Miss Bryan read some of the 
verses fram Froebel’s ‘** Mother Play.’’

Mrs. F. Solomon, a member of the Boston 
section of the council, a graduate of a kin- 
dergarten training school in Germany and 
a translator of German kindergarten stories, 
spoke briefly. After talking of the work in 
general she told the story of her own little 
girl, -who insisted on an answer to all her 
questions. The child, having been taught 
that babies came from heaven, asked her 
mother what kind of a place heavenis, The 
mother said, evasively: 

‘Why, it has been sv long since I came I 
can’t remember anything about it. But you 
have been here such a little time you can’t 
have forgotten. Tell me what you remem- 
ber.”’ 

And the little girl was puzzled, because 
her childish mind was blank so far as the 
subject was concerned, and after pondering 
deeply awhile she said:

The County Board yesterday confirmed 
the appointment by President Healy of E. 
D. Northam to be Superintendent of Public 
Service, ‘vice George W. Bolling: and de- 
cided, on @ report from the Finance com- 
mittee, to demand $43,875 from ex-Recorder 
Chase as money due the county from him. 
If hé docs not pay it suit will be brought to 
make him do so. 


Mr. Northam, who is Secretary of the 


County Civil Service commission, resides in 
the Fourth Ward, at No. 65 Thirty-seventh 
street. He is known as a political adherent 
of Ald. Madden, and was in hearty codpera- 
tion with “Doc” Jamieson. The appoint- 
ment of Northam, it is understood, is the 
payment of a political debt owed by Presi- 
dent Healy. Last fall President Healy se- 
cured the indorsement of Northam for a 
position in the State’s-Attorney's office. 
When the slate was made up Northam was 
left out, and President Healy has given him 
the position of Superintendext of Public 
Service. He took hold of his new work at 
once. 

George W. Bolling, who has been Super- 
intendent of Public Service since the new 
County Board assumed control of affairs in 
Cook, will return to his former duties as 
private secretary of President Healy. 

President Healy appointed yesterday Will- 
lam Kilpatrick as Civil Service Commission- 
er, The board confirmed the appointment. 
Mr. Kilpatrick was formerly reading clerk 
to the County Board and chief clerk in the 
Controller’s office under President Healy. 
He is known as Secretary of the High Court 
of Foresters, and is one of the leading offi- 
cials in the State organization of railway 
conductors. Mr. Kilpatrick was a passen- 
ger conductor on the Northwestern road for 
sixteen years.

Then Mr. Hesing continued: 

**I believe the poor man has as much right 
to his pail of nutritious beer on Sunday as 
ve A man has to secure his liquors at his 
club.” 

Mr. Hesing said he believe@ a commission 
should be appointed to inspect liquors and 
beers, as the poor man was being imposed 
upon by adulterations in his drinks. 
ae to saloonkeepers -Mr. Hesing 
said: 

‘The average saloonkeeper is not the dan- 
gerous man that extremists paint him. He 
is, generally speaking, a respectable citizen, 
who tries to obey the law and rear his fam- 
ily in comfort and respectability. It is the 
political machinery of our time that is re- 
sponsible for the views some people have of 
the saloon and saloonkeepers. The average 
saloonkeeper, if let alone, would be glad to 
conduct his business according to the law 
and without danger to the community.”’

This change was found to 
remedy the “condenser effect,” to which 
was ascribed the difficulty, as well as the 
Crookes tubes, and was successful in dead- 
ening all the sound on the telephones running 
near the circuit. 

All the posts in the West Park system will 
be treated |in the same manner as fast as 
two men can make the connections. The re- 
sult is expected by those in charge of the 
plant to stop the other starting trouble pre- 
viously so noticeable, and to remove the last 
obstacle to running the plant regularly. 


PEORIA MUST PAY GOLD °$40,470. 


Board of Arbitration Fixes the Figure 
with the Alternative of Having 
the City Water Shut Of. 


The City of Peoria either will have to pay 
Receiver Gold of the Poria Waiter com- 
pany $40,470 overdue water rentals or have 
ita water gupply shut off.

MAYOR SWIFT EXHIBITS EXPEN-

Shows Excess of Costs Over Receipts 
in 1895 Was $835,267 and in 1806

Awarded the city printing contract to the 
paper having the contract in 1896, 

Referred to the Judiciary committee an 
ordinance requiring bicyclists to carry bells 
or whisties and regulating the speed at 
which they may ride around corners. 

Passed an ordinance directing that garbage 
and dead animal contracts be not awarded 
until after the passage of the animal appro- 
priation bill 

At the Council meeting last evening a 
communication from Mayor Swift relative 
to the cost of maintaining city government 
in the annexed towns and districts of Calu- 
met, Hyde Park, Lake, Lake View, Rogers 
Park, Jefferson, and Cicero was read and 
ordered published and filed. It shows that 
the city was a loser to the amount of $835,- 
267 in 1895, and the estimated deficit in 1803 
is more than $1,000,000, Mayor Swift said 
he thought it was proper for the city to know 
these facts before embarking on another 
era of boundary extension. 

“ This deficit swallows up about 12% per 
cent of our revenue,”’ he said, ‘and those 
who wonder where our money goes ought to 
know it. I think the city should pause be- 
fore biting off another slice of farmland and 
give itself time to assimilate some of that 
already annexed, In time the city may get 
some of the money back. Some of it, much 
of it, is being expended for permanent im- 
provements, But the cost of police and fire 
service in the annexed districts, compared 
to the revenues derived from them, notably 
in Lake View, is extremely large.” 


Mayor Swift's Letter. 


Mayor Swift's letter follows: 

**I herewith submit for your information 
a tabulated comparative statement of 
the receipts and expenditures of an- 
nexed towns for corporate purposes 
for the year 1895. A statement for 
the year 1896 is in course of preparation, but 
not yet completed. This is exclusive of 
Health Department and some general ex- 
pense not yet obtainable, showing that for 
the year 1895 it cost the city for corporate 
purposes in the annexed towns $835,267 more 
than our receipts from direct and indirect 
taxation. IF am informed by Controller 
Wetherell that for the year 1896 it will ag- 
gregate about $1,000,000.”’

Touching Department Stores. 


Ald. Finkler secured the passage, under 
suspension of the rules, of an order request- 
ing the Greate®Chicago Commission to draft 
a bill to be submitted to the State Legis- 
lature desigend to prevent the concentration 
of retail business in the down-town depart- 
ment stores. After a preamble which re- 
cites that the department stores are crush- 
ing out the smaller shops throughout the 
city, and are conSentrating the retail trade 
in the hands of a few persons in the down- 
town district, resulting in the depreci- 
ation of real estate values in remoter 
sections, and that this process has resulted 
in throwing many persons out of employ- 
ment, the order calls on the commission to 
prepare a bill conferring on City Councils 
power to prohibit department stores or to 
impose upon them a graduated license. 

Ald. Doerr called up for passage an ordi- 
nance repealing the amendment of Jan. 9, 
1896, to the building ordinance, so that here- 
after buildings may not exceed 130 feet in 
height, instead of 155 feet, as at present. 
It was passed by a vote of 58 to 2. 

: Frequency of Street Cars. 

Ald. Maypole went after the West Chicago 
Street railway service in West Lake street 
with an ordinance which he sought to have 
passed under suspension of the rules. It 
requited all street railway companies be- 
tween the hours of 6 a. m. and midnight, 
from Nov. 15 to May 1, and between 5 a. m. 
and midnight during the rest of the year, to 
run cars not more than ten minutes apart. 
Mr. Maypole said cars were twenty-two 
minutes apart west of Western avenue in 
Lake street, where there is horse car 
service.

MARKET HINTS FOR THE HOUSEWIYES 


Current Prices and Supplies of Game 
and Produce Among the South 
Water Street Dealers. 


The wholesale price of butter advanced 
one-half cent yesterday, making the top 
price for extra fancy creamery 20% cents. 
The demand is brisk and a further advance 
is a probable thing. Grocers ought not to 
ask over 26 and 28 cents for the choicest 
grades. The wholesale price of dairy, 
Coaley’s, is 17 cents, and the retail price gen- 
erally from 23 to 25 cents. 

Choice dressed turkeys, dry picked, are sell- 
ing in South Water street at 12 cents a 
pound; choice fresh hens at 7 cents a pound; 
fancy broiler chickens, weighing from 1% te 2 
pounds, at 10 cents a pound; and select, large 
capons at 10% cents a pound. 

Fancy celery-fed ducks cost wholesale 11 
cents a pound and sell at the mafket at 14 
and 15 cents a pound, 

Pie plant costs the grocer 40 cents a dozen 
bunches, and the retail price is from 10 to 12 
cents a pound. 

Mushrooms can be. purchased in pound 
boxes from 25 to 60 cents, but fancy brands 
for the epicure cost 75 cents a pounti. . 

Snipe, plover, ducks, wild geese, rabbits, 
and bear meat comprise all the game that 
can be handled lawfully at present. Jack- 
snipe sell in South Water street at $1.50 a 
dozen, golden plover at $1.25 a dogen, mallard 
ducks at $3.75 a dozen, and jackrabbits at 60 
cents a dozen.

To relieve him 
of all scruples in regard to himself he sent 
in his resignation, to take effect immediately. 

It has been rumored around the campus 
that Peabody and. Winston, old ‘varsity 
*“ cracks’’ on the track and baseball teams, 
would be barred also, but in the opinion of 
Prof, Stagg they will be eligible. However, 
Stagg maintains that he will stick to the 
rules both in spirit and letter and says that 
if he feels assured that any person is re- 
turning to college for purely athletic rea- 
sons he will under no circumstances allow 
him to participate in any intercollegiase 
events. 

The track team will not experience any 
loss by the adoption of the new rules. 

The baseball team will lose some of its 
oki and most reliable men.

Rules Governing Dress, Fees, Ma- 
chines and Changes, Foul Riding, 
Disqualifications, and Prizes. 


In the international professional six-day 
bicycle race at Tattersall’s the riders are en- 
joined from appearing otherwise than neatly 
dressed, and special prizes are offered for 
such contestants as excel in this particular. 

The entrance fee is $10 for each man, 
and contestants subscribe to the following 
conditions: 

‘“‘Competitors must use only safety bi- 
cycles, whose driving wheel does not exceed 
thirty-six inches in diameter, and it shall 
be within the jurisdiction of the referee to 
determine whether a machine is eligible or 
not. A change of machine may be made at 
any time during the race. In case a change 
is necessary, competitor shall slow up on 
the inside of the track, on either of the two 
straightaways (no change to be made on the 
turns). The competitor’s attendant may ald 
him in dismounting and mounting,-and may 
give the competitor a push-off; but no at- 
tendant may run with his charge on the 
push-off. Any competitor who receives any 
unfair push-off may suffer disqualification 
at the hands of the referee. 

‘* Competitors who are guilty of unfair rid- 
ing, or who indulge in ungentlemanly lan- 
guage or conduct, may be disqualified by the 
referee at any part of the race, and upon 
such disqualification of the competitor he 
forfeits all his rights to prizes, entrance fees, 
or any returns or prizes whatsoevér, as pro- 
vided for in,this contract. 

* Fractions of laps shall not be counted.”’ 

The prizes range from $1,000 for first to 
$50 for ninth man, and aggregate $2,500. 
There are epecial prizes for breaking records, 
the highest of which is $1,000 and the lowest 
$35. Each contestant is required to ride

| SCALPERS BILL IS DEAD. 


SENATOR GORMAN HOLDS THE KEY 
-—QO THE SITUATION. 


No Formal Vote Is Taken, but It Is As- 
sured That the Committee Will Re- 
port the “Measure Adversely—Iits 
Friends Stop the Fight and Ac- 
knowledge That There Is Noe Hope 
for Them at This Session of Con- 
gress at Least. 


* 


Washington, D. C., Feb. 8.—{Special.}— 
There is practically nothing left now of the 
anti-scalpers bill. No formal action was 
taken, but the deyelopments in th® Senate 
Inter-State Commerce committee today 
were such as to show that the bill cannot 
possibly be passed at thir session of Con- 
gress. Mr. Gorman has a habit of letting dis- 
cussion go along indefinitely on any par- 
ticular subject and then announcing with 
characteristic decision that he has made up 
his mind to kill the bill and have the people 
behind him to doit. This was just what he 
announced at today’s committee meeting, 
and, furthermore, it became evident that he 
was fully able to do what he said he could 
do. No formal vote was taken, because it 
was found that the committee would cer- 
tainly report adversely on the bill, and its 
friends therefore stopped the fight at once, 
so that they might bring it up again without 
prejudice at the next session. It by no 
means follows that the anti-scalpers bill 
would not pass the Senate if brought to a 
vote. 

The difficulty is that the time is now so 
short and the Senate. so split that no im- 
portant measure that is vigorously opposed 
can possibly get to a final hearing. There 
now remains only twenty-two legislative 
days of the present session, and during that 
time the more important appropriation bills 
must necessarily be considered, and .an ex- 
tensive debate on the arbitration treaty will 


take up all the spare time of the Senate., 


Far this reason it has been practically un- 
derstood that no measure should seriously 
be pressed which appeared to be vigorously 
opposed, . ' 

At the committee meeting today Gorman 
and Chilton, Democrats, and Chandler, Re- 
publican, gave notice they would fight the 
anti-scalping measure. This was sufficient 
to settle its fate, and some of the railroad 
men who have been here working for the bill 
packed their grips forthwith and started for 
home, with the understanding that it would 
be impossible to get a vote in the Senate at 
the present sessian. The identical bill be- 
fore the Senate and the House will, how- 
ever, be reintroduced promptly at the be- 
ginning of the next session and pushed toa 
vote as speedily as possible. .

In deference to the advice of a number of 
Republican leaders Representative Murray, 
the colored member from South Carolina, 
has decided to abandon his idea of interrupt- 
ing the electoral count by a formal protest 
day aftertomorrow. He had noidea of cast- 
ing a cloud upon the title of Maj. McKinley 
to the office of President, and as there was 
only one set of returns from South Carolina 
it was evident the vote of the State would 
have to be counted. What he wasaiming at 
was a dramatic episode for the purpose of 
calling the attention of the country to the 
situation in his own State. * Telegrams were 
received from all over the country, however, 
protesting against the plan for various rea- 
sons. It was urged that as the vote of South 
Carolina could not possibly be thrown out, 
the only effect of interrupting the formal 
count of the Electoral vote v. ould be to give 
rise to unfortunate misconstructions, 

It was said that in the Far Western silver 
States the episode would be seized upon hy 
ignorant or malicious enemies of the admin- 
istration to cast a doubt upon the legality of 
the élection. This, it was said, taken in con- 
nection with the foolish charges of ballot- 
box stuffing by Altgeldsand others, might 
have an injurious effect. It was also urged 
that the only result in the South would be 
to stir up a race war and add to the oppres- 
sion*of the negroes. The Republican lead- 
ers here, therefore, advised Mr. Murray to 
get his protest before the Senate and House 
officially, so that it could be circulated as a 
campaign document.

George Washington Murray, the colored 
member of the House who succeeded in creat- 
ing such a sensation, is a particularly mod- 
est and popular colored man. Heisa native 
eof South Carolina, having been born in 
famous old Sumter County of slave parents, 
and was himself a slave. He was 11 years 
old when emancipation came to him, and 
with the limited advantages of a freedman 
on a South Carolina plantation he slowly and 
laboriously picked up the.alphabet and the 
rudiments of a crude education. He himself 
says that up to the time that he was 15 years 
old he could scarcely make himself under- 
stood in English, as he spoke only a mixed 
patois in which was some English, evidently 
some Spanish, and a large percentage of 
words of genuine African origin. Curiously 
enough, his first entrance into a school in 
1871 was as a teacher and not as a scholar, 
he having picked up enough in his lonely 
studies’ to qualify him for instructing his 
fellow-freedmen in rudimentary branches. 
He put in three years in the University of 
South Carolina, during the carpet-bagging 
days, when the colored man had some little 
show, but was summarily bundled out of 
the institution when the old-line Democrats 
came into power. Ever since then when not 
in Congress he has been a teacher among 
his own race. He was elected to the Fifty- 
third Congress from what was known as the 
‘Black Belt” in South Carolina, but the 
presence of a colored man in Congress was 
such a stigma upon the chivalry of the State 
that a gerrymander of the Congressional 
Districts was made for the express purpose 
of depriving Murray of his strength in the 
black belt. The result Was that a white man, 
William Elliott, received the certificate of 
election to the presert Congress, and Mur- 
ray was seated only after a long and bitter 
contest, in which gross frauds were shown, 
it being clear from the evidence that in 
heavy black counties Elliott received an 
ostensible enormous majority, while in the 
white counties he ran but little ahead of 
Murray, the cfooked machinery being in- 
variably applied to the districts where the 
colored people largely outnumbered the 
whites. Murray was defeated for the next 
Congress by the same methods. Having 
thus a personal acquaintance with election 
methods in South Carolina, he was particu- 
larly desirous of celebrating his last year in 
Congress by calling attention publicly to the 
political schemes which have apparently 
made it impossible for a colored man to be 
elected to any office of importance in the 
old secession State. With characteristic 
modesty and courtesy Murray at once 
yielded to the advice of the Republican lead- 
ers that the program he had mapped out 
might injure the party in the North infinitely 
more than it could help it in the South, and 
he therefore abandoned the plan on which 
he has been at work all winter.

PACIFIC ROADS BILL 1S REPORTED. 


Representative Hubbard of Missouri 


C., Feb. 8--The House 
Committee on Pacific Railways, after an ac-

HOW-T0 TEACH THE LITTLE POLKS. 


Council of Jewish Women Considers 
Kindergarten Werk—Proceeds of 
the Bazaar Nearly $2,000. 


Members of the Chicago Section of the 
Council of Jewish Women met yesterday aft- 
ernoon at Sinai Temple to discuss topics re- 
lating to kindergarten work and incidental- 
ly to listen to a report of the bazaar held last 
week, More than 100 women were present. 

After the singing of two lullabies by Mrs. 


“J. N. Eisendrath Miss Anna E. Bryan of the 


Cook County Normal School was introduced 
and spoke on “The Spiritual Life of the 
Child as Developed in the Kindergarten.” 
Her address was a bright, interesting ser- 
‘mon to the assemblage of mothers regarding 
the instruction of the child through the 
senses rather than in them, 

‘The searching and reaching out of the 
child,” said the speaker, “in his continual 
thirst for knowledge should not be deplored 
by the mother, although it may cause her 
no little discomfort. Upon the quality of 
tha answers given to the child’s questions 
his spiritual welfare largely depends. “Re- 
ligion should not be crammed into the grow- 
ing mind, but should be taught by careful 
evolution of dormant, innate sensibilities. 

‘‘ Always remember thie close associatién 
of the physical being to the mental plane. 
You will aid the mental development by sat- 
isfying the physical. Train’the child always 
to respect the rights-of others. This you 
cannot do unless you allow him rights of 
his own. Educate- the senses; direct the 
energies. let him handle objects to develop 
the sense of touch,, Don’t give him books 
too fine to be handled or dolls too elegant to 
be touched. Never deprive him of a wrong 
employment without supplying one that is 
right; and don’t punish the act but for the 
motive. Teach children by children and 
they will learn to see the world from the 
standpoint of others, 

“If she would learn to ‘ live with her chil- 
dren’ a mother must yield herself to the 
training of the manifold little and seeming- 
ly trivial incidents of their everyday life.’ 

In concluding her talk, which the fem- 
inine audience applauded long and vigorous- 
ly at the close, Miss Bryan read some of the 
verses fr@m Froebel’s “* Mother Play.” 

Mrs. Conrad Witkowsky, who presided, 
read letter from Mrs. Alice Putnam, who 
was f have spoken of **‘ The Kindergarten in 
the Nursery,” in which the writer expressed 
her regrets ethat illness prevented her at- 
tendance, ” 

Mrs. F. Solomon, a member of the Boston 
section of the council, a graduate of a kin- 
dergarten training school in Germany and 
a translator of German kindergarten stories, 
spoke briefly. After talking of the work in 
general she told the story of her own little 
girl, -who insisted on an answer to all her 
questions. The child, having been taught 
that babies came from heaven, asked her 
mother what kind of a place heavenis. The 
mother said, evasively: 

“Why, it has been so long since I came I 
can’t remember anything about it. But you 
have been here such a little time you can’t 
have forgotten. Tell me what you remem- 
ber.”’ 

And the little girl was puzzled; because 
her childish mind was blank so far as the 
subject was concerned, and after pondering 
deeply awhile she said: 

‘** Mamma,. I know now why God don’t let 
little babies talk: ‘cause they would tell all 
they know about heaven.’ 

Mrs. N. A. Reis read some original verses, 
entitled “‘ Faith and Humanity,” the motto 
of the council. 

A report from the committee in charge of 
the bazaar announced the proceeds to be 
within a few cents of $2,000, which sum will 
be expended upon the charitable work of the 
local section.

IN THE NEW YORK MONEY MARKET. 


Stocks Suffer Under Depressing Influ- 
ences and Rally at the Close. 


NEW. YORK, Feb. 8.—The overwhelming pro- 
portion of the transactions on the stock exchange 
today were in the industrial stocks, with Sugar 
far in the lead in point of activity. Many factors 
combined to depfess this group of stocks, and the 
narrow limits of trade actions in the general list 
made it easily subject to the depressing influence 
of the leaders, with the consequence that the 
course of the market was sharply downward during 
the day, with a marked, rally toward the close. 
The situation in the industrials continued much 
the same as for some time past, all being de- 
pressed by the proceedings in this city of the legis- 
lative committee which is now investigating the 
sugar company, with a further investigation of 
other companies still in prospect, Sugar, as being 
immediately the subject of investigation, and as 
being open to other unfavorable conditions, was 
in the van of the downward movement, which be- 
gan with the opening, and after a period of apathy 
continued in a’ manner resembling partial demoral- 
ization. There were evidences of quite a heavy 
liquidation in this stock, and in the course of the 
decline extensive stop orders were apparently en- 
countered which accelerated the fall in prices. 
The whole market became a victim of this move- 
ment of the industrials in marked degree and the 
general list fractionally. There was a notable 
lack of support for the yiciding market, and the 
decline was practically unopp®sed. The decline 
in the price of Sugar in this movement was 2%; 
Leather preferred yielded 1%, Tobacco, 1%, Chi- 
cego Gas 1, American gpirits preferred 14s, and 
Illinois Steel 1. In the Yrailway list Rock island 
fell off 1%, Northern Pacific 1, Northern Pacific 
preferred 1, and Delaware and Hudson 1. Some 
influence was also caused on the market by an 
ns nea rumor that Admiral Bunce’s squadron 
of United States warships had been ordered to 
Havana to enforce the release of American pris- 
oners there. There was also some depression re- 
flected from London and Europe over the u)eas 
ness felt there on account of the political situation, 
the Czar’s ill health, and the friction between the 
British and French Governments over Egypt. But 
the decisive influence in the market was undoubted- 
ly the Lexow Trust Investigation committee and 
the day’s proceedings before it. This was shown 
by the rally which occurred in the market upon 
the announcement that this committee had ad- 
journed over until Saturday. Sugar rose on this 
announcement and regained all but % of the day’s 
Icss, carrying with it the other industrials, To- 
bacco, however, ey only by 4 per cent, thus 
8c oring a net logs of 1% per cent on account of the 
belief that it is to be the next company to be 
taken up by the investigating committee. The 
rreponderance of Sugar dealings in the market is 
shown by the fact that nearly half the total num- 
ber of shares dealt in for the day were of that 
ceampany. The market was almost wholly a pro- 
fessional one and the rally after the decline was 
much accentuated by the covering of short inter- 
ests. The dealings in other shares were without 
special significance or importancé, the course of 
prices being pimnent wholly in sympathy with the 
industrials. The improvement shown in the state- 
ment of east-bound tonnage failed to exert a sus- 
taining effect in railway shares and the general 
list shows fractional net declines. London sold at 
the outset but later turned buyer. The trading 
was somewhat engettior after the rally. but the 
closing was firm, The Atchison new common stock 
was first dealt in today.and sold at 12%412\. 

The bond market was less active. but a fairly 
good undertone prevailed until] near the close, when 
some concessions occurred in the speculative issues. 
The gilt-edged stocks continue conspicuous in the 
dealing, with Erie fist consols rising 2%. to 143, 
and reacting to 142.

M. Billings were completed last night. The 
services will be held at the residence, No. 
5604 West Lake street, tomorrow morning at 
-11 o’clock. Owing to the serious illness of 
Mrs. Billings the services wiil be private. 
' ‘There will be no honorary pall-bearers. ‘The 
active pall-bearers will be the old-time em- 
‘ployés of the People’s Gas company and the 
Mome Nationa!l-Bank, of which the dead 
milllionaire was the organizer. The Rev. E. 
P. Goodwin, pastor of the First Congrega- 
tional Church; will officiate. Interment will 
be in the family lot at Graceland. 

The remarkable combination ,of great 
strength of intellect, absolute self-reliance, 
far-seeing sagacity, and bodily vigor bullt up 
a fortune, of the size of which no reliable 
estimate could be abtained yesterday, beyond 
the solit figure that it exceeded $4,000,000 
at the time of the great fire. It has been 
growing steadily ever since, and now doubt- 
less is more than $10,000,000. 

.- A good proportion of it is believed to be in 
‘cash; as theonly investment requiring large 
capital in which Mr. Billings is now known 

to be engaged was the street railway system 
at Memphis, Tenn., where he is reputed to 

_ have spent about $3,000,000. His son, C. K. G. 
Billings, said yesterday he had little idea of 
the amount of the estate. ~ 


He Asked No Advice. 

Unlike most other captains of industry Mr. 
Billings had no lieutenants. There were no 
officers between him and the rank and file 
of employés. He possessed absolu*e self-re- 

‘Nance, and once the facts of any proposition 
‘were brought to him he spent no time in ask- 
ing for advice. If he failed no one ever 
heard of it. 
- For a number of years Mr. Billings sup- 
| ported. the People’s Church, in Green 
street, having bought a lot and erected a 
“building upon it. He was a profound Bible 
‘Student, and it was said that the 
, Scriptures could not be misquoted 
in his presence without aie swift 
correction. Much of his spare time was 
passed in Bible etudy. 

When his sympathies were aroused Mr. 

Billings gave freely to charitable objects, 


and many men now occupying comfortable, |- 


positions owed their success to his aid. 
When crises arose in the history of the city, 
such as the great fire, he responded nobly 
to the call for financial aid. 

By ‘his great financial strength he helped! 
the city administration after the fire in a 
material degree. 

But in all these things Mr. Billings acted.

His Vitality Surprising.

“The amount of work Mr. Billings was 
capable of,”’ W. D. Gregory of the People’s 
Gas company said, ‘‘ was astonishing. He 
‘Was off to Vermont, then to New York, and 
then to Memphis with hardly a stop. Fora 
year or two one of these trips would tire him 
out, and he would go home for a week or 

. When rested up he would come dcwn 
full of plans and resolute to carry them out. 
A night train to Memphis and a night train 
back was his usual way of traveling. He 
was a perfect steam engine after hehad been 
at home a week; and everything had to move 
when he took hold again. He was never 
downeast. When one scheme did nut work 
he lost no time worrying about it, but had 
another to take its place. He was always 
cheery around the office in his later years, 
and went from one thing to another with 
marvelous quickness.

CURRENT NEWS OF THE RAILWAYS. 


Evidence That East-Bound Freight 
Rates from Chicago Are Being 
Cut or Manipulated,. 


If further proof was needed to show that 
east-bound freight rates are being cut or 
manipulated it is furnished by last week's 
statements of east-bound freight shipments 
from Chicago to the seaboard. For the week 
ending Dec. 3 the Baltimore and Oh'o car- 
ried 15.6 per cent of the total sh:pments. 
Last week it carried only 3.3 per cent. , For 
the corresponding times the Fort Wayne 
carried 7.2 per cent and 20.9 per cent and the 
Pan-Handle carried 6.6 per cent and 13.4 
per cent. Other lines show similar radical 
changes in the percentage of through busi- 
ness carried. 

Another proof that rates were cut or 
manipulated is the increase last week in the 
total through shipments by the ten east- 
bound roads from Chicago of 12,000 tons 
over the week previous. For the first time 
in many months the total shipments for the 
week exceed those for the corresponding 
week last year, . 

Much interest ts manifested in railroad 
circles here in the meeting of the Presidents 
of the joint traffic pool-lines in New York 
next Wednesday to bring about a reorgani- 
zation of the joint traffic pool and to place 
it on a firmer and more equitable basis. 
The opinion is that the pool will be reor- 
ganized on the plan outlined in THE TRIBUNE 


last Sunday. 

Total shipments of flour, grain, and pro- 
visions from Chicago through to seaboard 
points and for export by the ten east-bound 
roads last week amounted to 84,831 tons, 
against 2,753 tons for the week previous 
and 82,889 tons for the corresponding week 
last year. The percentages carried by the 
various toads last week were as follows: 
Baltimore and Ohio, 3.8; Big Four, 8.4; Chi- 
cago and Erie, 6.1; Grand Trunk, 6.9; Lake 
Shore, 15.1; Michigan Central, 11,3; Nickel 
Plate, 8.2; Pan-Handle, 13.4; Fort Wayne, 
20.9; and Wabash, 6.4. 


CHICAGO'S INTERESTS THREATENED. 


Pool Magnates Mean to Make Same 
Rate by Lake and Rail as by 
All«Ralil Lines. 


A circular just issued by the managers of 
the joint traffic trust gives much anxiety 
to Western shippers and railroads. It an- 
nounces that the lake and rail and the rail 
and lake differentials have been abolished. 
The opinion in railroad and shipping circles 
is that this means that the pool lines mean 
to make the same rate by lake and rail asare 
made by the all-rail lines, wiping out, the ad- 
vantage heretofore enjoyed by the former. 

Such action would be a calamity to Chica- 
go’s shipping interests and assist in still 
further crippling the grain trade of this city. 
If the differential rate by lake is entirely 
wiped out, little of the Western through 
traffic will come this way, but will be divert- 
ed over the Southwestern routes. 

There is one chance for checkmating the 
avaricious designs of the trunk line mag- 
nates—the establishment of independent lake 
lines to compete with those controlled by the 


joint traffic pool.

REAL ESGATE BOARD'S NEW BILL 
‘READY FOR THE ASSEMBLY, 


Constitationality Is Passed Upon Fa- 
vorably by a Committee of Experts 
and the Preposed Measure’s Draft 
Will Be Sent to Springfield at Once 
—Substitute for Old Act Provides 
an Indefcasible Title in Two Years 
-—Mode of Initial Registration. 


Torrens law has now.become one of, the 
officially accepted bills to be presented to 


_the General Assembly with the indorsement 
of the Real Estate Board, the Civic Federa- 


‘tion, and affiliated clubs of the city. 

The new bill was drawn up by Harvey B. 
Hurd, George W. Smith, and Theodore Shel- 
don, attorneys for the Real Estate Board. 
It has been submitted to a committee of 
constitutional lawyers for expert éxamina- 
tion. This committee yesterday presented 
its report to the joint committee in charge 
of .the bill, and upon its unqualified indorse- 
ment as to the constitutionality of the pro- 
posed new act, it was decided to have it 
sent at once to Springfield. 

The presentation of this new bill to the 
Assembly will not interfere with the petition 
to secure a rehearing on the constitutionality 
of: the present Torrens law. The decision 
on the rehearing application is expected to 
come up at the March term of the Supreme 
Court, and members of the Real Estate 
Board express strong hopes of securing an- 
other test for the law declared unconstitu- 
tional. 

Changes in the New Bill. 

The new bill,does not differ materially 
from the old act except in the provisions for 
the initial registration. The jurisdiction in 
the filing of claims and in the issuing of 
certificates of title is removed from a regis- 
trar to a court having chancery jurisdic- 
tion. This changed feature meets the ob- 
jections of the Supreme Court, which de- 
clared the law unconstitutional for the rea- 
son that it rendered the functions of the 
registrar judicial. 

it will provide also considerable business 
for lawyers, thus serving to appease one of 
the interests which so bitterly fought the 
Torrens law. 

There is a shortening of the time in which 
it will be necess@ry to secure an indefeasible 
title, from five’ years after the date of the 
decree, as under the old act, ta two years. 

As under the old bill, the new het will have 
to be submitted to a vote of the counties 
wishing to adopt it. 

The bill will be presented to the Assembly 
by George W. Miller in the House, and by 
John Humphrey in the Senate—the same leg- 
islators who had charge of the Torrens bill 
at the last session of the Assembly. 


Louis A. Seeberger Talks. 


Louis A. Seeberger, Chairman of the Tor- 
rens committee of the Real Estate Board, 
said last evening: 

“It is true that conducting the initial 
prdceedings through a court of record will 
be somewhat more expensive than before the 
registrar, as under the old act. We have 
tried to keep down expenses as much as 
possible. The people will hesitate to go into 
a court with their titles, and this act may 
be rather less popular than the old one, 
which, it is to be much regretted, the Su- 


epreme Court found necessary to condemn as 


unconstitutional. 

“It will be noted that the new act has 
something in it for the lawyers; that cannot 
be avoided. The.initial proceedings having 
to be conducted through the court will make 
business for them. 

*““It is needless to say that we are thor- 
oughly in earnest, and will not wait for the 
Supreme Court. The people of Cook Coun- 
ty were in favor of the last law hy an af- 
firmative vote of over 83,000, and it is the 
place of Illinois to again lead in the reform. 
Ohio has adopted a similar act, and the sys- 
+ is under close study in most of the 
States.” 


Features in Detail. 

The new bill provides for a short form of 
application ‘for the initial registration. On 
the filling of this application the clerk dock- 
ets the case in a book to be kept for that 
particular purpose called ‘“‘ Land Registra- 
tion Docket.” Immediately upon the filing 
of the Setition the case is referred to the 
examiners of titles appointed by the regis- 
trar. All persons named as defendants 
must be served with notice, and notice is also 
published four successive weeks in a news- 
paper. Any person interested may enter his 
appearance and contest the application. The 
court is given power to investigate ail ques- 
tions, and by its decree finally determine the 
same. A copy of this decree being filed with 
the registrar, he is required to register the 
title in pursuance of its directions. 

Persons who are not personally notified 


] are given two years after entry of the decree 


,t0 appear and file a sworn answer to the ap- 
plication. 

An appeal may be taken at the time of the 
entering of a final decree in the case, or a 
writ of error may be sued out from the 
Supreme Court at any time within two years 
after the entry of the decree. 

Recorders will, as before, be ex-officio reg 
istrars.

With Mud and Missiles They Ruin New 
Uniforms and Cause a Stampede 
im State Street. 


Newsboys and bootblacks made an attack

Mr. Clarke says that Charies and William 
Russell concocted a scheme to use the cor- 
poration as a means to defraud him and 
others. 

Mr. @larke says he subscribed for 1,333 
shares of stock in the company and paid 
$10,000. : 

Prior to Clarke’s purchase of stock, he 
asserts, the Russels told him that they 
ow@ed ninety miles of telephone lines in 
Venezuela, which they had been operating 
under the name of the “ Caracas, Valentia 
and Interior Telephone line,” ‘but that all 
this property had been conveyed to the Cen- 
tral Bell Telephone company of Venezuela, 
and Clarke says he believed that to be true 
when he parted with his money. 

According to the complainant both William 
L. and Charles EB. Russell are insolvent. 

The receivership order entered by Judge 
Gibbons contains a provision that the re- 
ceiver may take any steps in the courts of 
Venezuela that he may deem expedient.
